they refer. The Gentlemen of this Relifh will find 

an Entertainment here, that no other Zour of thefe 
Places 
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Places can afford them ; mix’d as littlg as may be 
“with any thing that does not tend to the Gratifica- 
tion of that Tafte: The Diction is very proper- 
ly adapted to that Character, abounding with a 
Variety of Terms and Phrafes fearcely intelligible, 
but to thofe who have fome Tinéture of it. 

Inthe Year 1726 Mr. Breval publifhed, in two 
Volumes Folio, Remarks on feveral Parts of Ev- 
RoPE: Relating chiefly to the Hiftory, Antiquities, 
and Geography of thofe Countries through which the 
Autbor bas travelled; as France, the Low Coun- 
tries, Lorrain, Alfatia, Germany, Savoy, Tyrol, 
Switzerland, Italy, aud Spain. Illuftrated with /e- 
veral Maps, Plans, and above forty Copper Plates. 
I don’t recolleé&t any Account having been given of 
that Part of our Author’s Labours, that fo well de- 
ferves the Notice of the Learned, for which Reafon 
I fhall now employ myfelf in giving them an 
Idea of it, before I meddle with the other, the 
Title of which is at the Head of this Article, 

Inthe Preface then we have fome juft Obfervations 
on thofe Errors in Travelling which defeat the moft 
defirable Effects of it; with Rules for an edifying 
Conduct in that Particular. Our Travel-Writers, 
who are the ufual Guides of young People in fo- 
reign Parts, are alfo cenfured as very defective and 
feemingly ignorant in Circumftances of the greateft 
Importance to their Pupils; nor, as Mr. Breval 
remarks, can it well be otherwife, borrowing their 
Intelligence in a great Meafure from their Landlords, 
their Voiturins, or Cicerones, who are much fuch ano- 
ther fort of Literati astheFellowsthat fhew theTombs 
in Weftminfter- Abbey, or the Rarities in the Zower. 

From this Order of Men, whom he treats per- 
haps with no undeferved Contempt, he excepts 
the great Mr. Addifon, ** not fo much becaufe of 
‘¢ the particular Veneration he has for his Memo- 


‘* ry, as upon the Account of the noble and ele- 
: ‘¢ pant 
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<¢ gant Tafte that difcovers itfelf in that fine Sam- 
«< ple (for he can call it no more) which he grieves 
<* to fay he has left behind him, among fuch a 
“© Number of excellent Works. His Youth, his 
«© other Applications, and the little Time he fpent 
‘ on tother Side the Alps, ought to excufe fome 
‘ little Defects, which are abundantly aton’d for 
“* befides by a thoufand beautiful Remarks, fuffi- 
“< cient to convince thofe who read him how capa- 
«© ble he was of excelling in whatever he under- 
‘ took of that Kind; and fuch as he is with all 
‘ his Imperfections, no Traveller has given us 
«© Memoirs in our Tongue that can be of half the 
*¢ Service as thofe we have from his Hand; efpe- 
‘¢ cially to young Connoiffeurs who are making their 
‘¢ Tour ; with this Provifo however, that they have 
“Sa competent Knowledge of Claffick Learning 
*¢ before they fet out, without which all their 
¢ Progrefs in that Branch of Literature, which we 
“© call la Virtu, will fignify little.” 

Since he is upon this Head, Mr. Breva/ cannot 
help expreffing the great Pleafure it is to him to 
find fo many illuftrious Connoiffeurs, as there are at 
this Time of Day, of the Growth of our own Ifland. 
Asa Proof of the Zeal with which our Nobility 
and Gentry are attach’d to this noble Study, he may 
venture, he fays, toafhrm, ‘* that we have now 
“S among us at leaft three Times the Number of 
** Antiques of all Kinds, Jta/ian Paintings, and 
© fine Medaillers, that our Anceftors could boaft 
“© of at the Beginning of the laft Century (tho’ 
*¢ that was the Age for the grand Goit) before the 
‘ blind Puritan Rage vented irfelf upon thofe 
‘ precious Depofitories that were in the Hands of 
‘ King Charles I. (of ever bleffled Memory) and 
‘ the great Earl of Arundel, Our Neighbours, 
‘© indeed, have fome noble Collections (¢fpecially 
‘ the French) but they are a kind of dead Trea- 
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*< fure, the true Spirit being kept up no where 
** out of England.” 

We now proceed to ourAuthor’sRemarks, the firft 
Subject of which is the United Provinces, a Country 
fo much known and frequented by Engli/hmen, that it 
may feem a Prefumption to give any Account of it: 
But feeing we are fo well acquainted with the prefent 
State of that Nation, he thinks our Curiofity fhould 
excite us to look further into the antient State of it, 
which is the Thing he has in a great Meafure under- 
taken. Before he enters upon this, he ts fenfible it 
will be expected that he gives fome Defcription of 
the Things he has feen and obferv’d, asa Traveller, 
in this Part of the World. That indeed is a Tafk, 
he fays, of fome Difficulty, unlefs he would de- 
icend to Particulars that are below Notice; for the 
Surface of thefe Provinces being generally a dead 
Flat, there is that Samenefs of Objects wherever 
you go, that leaves the Field of Defcription very 
barren; he is forced, therefore, to look into An- 
tiquity, which he hopes will fupply him with Mat- 
ter that may be full as entertaining to the Curious, 
asan Account of Tombs, Stadt-houfes, Anatomy- 
Halls, and Phyfick-Gardens, in which Adi/ffon and 
others have been fo exact, *

* Mr. Breval expreffes himfelf in this Place with a contemp- 
tuous Infinuation, which is unbecoming his Judgment. ‘Thofe 
who have a 'Tafte for fuch Obje&ts as Mr. M:fon and other mi- 
nute Journaliits have exaétly defcribed, have as much Right to 
be gratified as Readers of a fuperior and more elegant Relifh. Our 
Author’s Remarks are; we own, on nobler Subjeéts than thofe 
meaner Travellers generally dwell on, yet thefe are no lefs necef- 
fary in their Station, than he and thofe of his Rank are ina 
higher. The Republick of Letters, as well as other Polities, re- 
quires a Subordination ; and, in a Word, if we had no other Ac- 
counts of the Countries he has feen than Mr. Breval’s, we fhould 
be very unable to form any adequate Ideas of them. I remem- 
ber a great Mathematician, whofe Name is among the ee 
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[In the fame Manner he paffes through Flanders, 
Lorrain, Alfatia, Auftrafia, the Franche Compte, 
Duchy of Burgundy, Lyonnois, Daupbiné, and 
Burgundy, where he clofes the firft Volume. In 
the fecond he vifits Savoy, Chamberri, Geneva, the 
Swifs-Cantons, Tirol, Lombardy, Umbria, the Ca- 
pital of Italy (Rome) Portugal, and iome Parts of 
Andalufia. It is the Hiftory of thefe Places, rather 
than a Defcription of them, that we meet with in 
this Work: Including their Revolutions and Cata- 
{trophes, the great Events that have befallen them, 


bers to this Work, once told me, he could not endure it, becaufe 
it was only an impertinent Tranfcript of ancient Paffages, the 
Originals of which were in almoft every Library: Tho’ I can 
by no Means fall in with his Cenfure, yet from thence we my 
fee the Vanity of one Writer undervaluing another, becaufe his 
Genius or Subjects are comparatively low; feeing hisy who ex- 
ults, may be no lefs defpicable in the Efteem of Perfons of ac- 
knowledged Abilities, but whofe Goat happens to be different. 
‘The very Reverfe of what Horace {fo finely defcribes in his firft 
Ode, happens in Cafes of this Nature; Men are ufually enamour- 
ed with their own peculiar Turn of Mind, and undervalue or fet 
light by that of others. An Antiquarian regards all modern 
Curiofities as Gewgaws : The Men of Demonttration, on the other 
Hand, naufeate his learned Lumber of Infcriptions, Scraps of Sculp- 
ture, and other worthlefs Relicks of remote Ages. ‘The Philo- 
loger delights in grammatical Niceties, in eftablifhing a Word, 
clearing the Senfe of (it may be) an infignificant Paflage, and 
other Points of like Importance: The Votaries of the Belle Let- 
tves have a mean Opinion of thefe mufty Employments, and va- 
lue nothing that does not perfectly fuit their polite Accomplifh- 
ments: And at laft the fubtil Metaphyfician looks on them all 
with equal Pity, as mifapplying their intelle¢tual Faculties, and 
debafing their Conceptions, by converfing with Subjeéts fo much 
below his abftraét and fublime Ideas. This Partiality is not 
merely a Foible that deferves to be laughed at; but it is really a 
Crime, founded on the moft odious Qualities of human Nature ; 
it flows from Pride and Selfifhnefs, and it tends to deftroy that 
mutual Harmony, that Refpeét and Benevolence which ought to 
prevail among Mankind, for the Honour and Felicity of the 
Species. Let every Man know and cultivate his own Genius, 
but let no Man ridicule or depreciate that of another. 
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the moft memorable Tranfactions they have been 
the Scenes of, with Memoirs of the moft celebrated 
Perfons that have from Time to Time been engag- 
ed therein. This general Idea of Mr. Breval’s 
Plan, needs to be illuftrated by fome Examples, 
For Inftance. 

Beginning this Volume with a Survey of the Iflands 
of Zeeland, he enters upon it with a Criticifm 
ona remarkable Overfight of Ca/ar’s, who joins 
them together. He then examines who were the 
ancient Inhabitants; what was the Condition of the 
Country in their Time; what Changes have been 
made therein by Irruptions and Inundations of the 
Sea ; and then he mentions its prefent State, on which 
he beftows only the enfuing Paragraph: ‘¢ The Ifes 
“© of Zeeland make a powerful Province, not only 
‘ becaufe the Waters they are furrounded by ren~ 
‘¢ der them eafy of Accefs for Commerce, but be- 
‘ caufe the Fifhery is there in great Abundance, 
*© and the Number of Mariners very confiderable: 
*¢ They have a large Extent, and contain many 
‘ populous Cities, with a great Number of Towns, 
“© and Seignieural Lands, that are well cultivated,” 
The Remainder of the Seétion contains a brief Ace 
count of the Revolutions in the Government of this 
Province, from its Subjection to the Frijons, during 
the AZerovingian, or firft Royal Race of the Franks, 
to the prefent Time, 

The Province of Holland is defcribed in the fame 
general Manner as the foregoing. Its Circum- 
itances in former Ages, with refpeét both to its 
natural and political State, are colleéted from the 
moft authentic Writers, and the Changes which have 
happened in both are diftinétly noted. We have at 
moft but the Out-lines of its prefent Figure; if 
there be any filling up, it is with the Antique, to 
which Mr, Breval feems to have an a 
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Propenfity; a Sample of this may be feen in what 


he fays of the Hague. 
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‘© The Hague owes its Glory to the Ruin of 
Gravefande, from which Place William King of 
the Romans, and Count of Holland, removed 
his Refidence hither in the Year 1250, together 
with the Courts of Juftice, and the Affemblies 
of the States, which have commonly been held 
here from that Time: For it is to be obferved 
by the Way, that the Counts of Holland were 
not fuch abfolute Sovereigns, but that they ftood 
in need of the Affent of their Nobles, and of 
the Deputies of the Towns, to all their publick 
Acts: Nay this Affent was even neceffary (at 
Jeaft the Form and Appearnce of it was kept 
up) upon the Demife of every Count, before 
his next Heir could be admitted to fucceed to 
the Sovereignty; and they yet fhew a little Hil- 
lock near a Place call’d Heem/kirk, in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Harlem, upon which the Kenze- 
mers were ufed to place the new Count on the 
Day of his Inauguration, and there they fwore 
him to confirm and maintain all their Privileges ; 
after which he repeated the fame Oath in all 
the principal Towns of his Dominions. 
‘¢ A great Part of the old Caftle or Palace, 
which was founded by that King William, 1s 
ftanding to this Day. In the Chapel of it many 
of the Counts and Counteffes lie interr’d, and 
the Hall (which is built, as they pretend, of 
Trifo Oak, like ours at Wefminfter) is hung 
round with an infinite Number of Sea-Flags, 
Colours, and Standards: Some of thefe latter 
are as old as the Battles of Zurnbout and Newe 
port. 
‘© There goes a Story, that during the Heat of 
the War inthe Low Countries, an Ambaflador 
came to the Hague from King Sigifmund of 
Y 4  Polaiid, 
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<* Poland, to exhort the States to make their Peace 
<< with Spain at any Rate; otherwife their Ruin 
“* would be inevitable. As foon as he had deli- 
** vered his Meffage in a pompous and pathetick 
‘* Harangue; wherein he mightily extolled the 
“© Power and Strength of Philip III. Prince Mau- 
** yice carrying him into this Hall, pointed to a 
“<* great Clufter of thofe Trophies, and faid to him, 
“© Sir, thefe belonged to the invincible Monarch whom 
“© you have been perfuading us to fubmit to: Pray 
“* what doth your Excellency think now ? It was a 
“<< fine Ridicule upon the impertinent Zeal of that 
“© Minifter, 
‘© The Hague is one of the nobleft Villages in 
the World, and may even difpute the Pre-emi- 
nence with M4@adrid. Itis for this Reafon, the 
* Dutch never could find in their Hearts to wall it 
in, becaufe the Hague, asa Village, makes a 
much better Figure than it could poffibly do as 
a City. In former Times the Inhabitants have 
often paid dear for this foolifh Vanity ; for they 
feldom efcaped Plunder, either upon civil Dif- 
cords, or foreign Invafions, to the very great 
Detriment ofthe Place. As they have been free 
‘ from any Alarms of this Kind for feveral Years 
paft, here are now Abundance of fplendid 
Fioufes belonging or let to Perfons of Quality, 
who are daily flocking hither from all Parts of 
Europe. It is happy for the People here, that 
they depend fo much upon the prefent Strength 
of their Frontiers; elfe, ii Cafe of a War, this 
would be a delicious Morfel for fome hungry Ma- 
roder. 
‘¢ The Park that joins to the Hague, in which is 
“* the Mai/on du Bois (a pretty little Hunting-Seat 
*« belonging to the Houle of Orange) is by moft of 
‘*¢ the Dutch Hiftorians fuppofed to have been that 
** Nemus Sacrum, or Holy Grove, when the fa- 
** mous 
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“< mousRevolt of theBatavians was refolved upon, at 
<< the Inftigation of Civi/is ; though there are others 
<¢ who fix itat Schaken-bofch, between Leyden and 
<< the Hague, becaufe Schaken {eems to be a Cor- 
<¢ ruption from Sacrum ; and there are others a- 
<¢ oain who place it at Lewen in Guelderland, not 
<¢ far from Battenbourg. ‘Thefe Woods were called 
<< holy, from their being the ufual Places of Wor- 
‘<< fhip among Ce/tic Nations before the Romans 
‘«* conquered them: For their Religion (if we be- 
<¢ Jieve Tacitus and others) allowed of no Temples 
¢¢ built by Hands; neither did it fuffer their Gods 
<* to bereprefented under an human Form: There 
‘¢ was a Simplicity in this that feems to be tranf- 
‘¢ mitted down to them from the firft Fathers of 
«© Mankind. 

“© The Latin Poets, aswell as Hiftorians, make 
<< frequent Mention of boly Groves ; and Lucan’s 
*¢ Defcription of that near Mar/eilles, is particularly 
** beautiful, 1. ii. v. 400.

“ Thefe Beis de Haute-futaye (as the French call 
*¢ them) are more particularly valuable in Holland, 
‘© where Elms and Oaks are fucha fcarce Commo- 
*¢ dity; andI believe the whole Country cannot 
‘© fhew above one or two more like this at the 
‘* Hague.” 

It is in the like Manner that Mr. Breval defcribes 
all the Cities and Towns of this Province that he 
mentions, ina perfect Conformity with the Tafte 
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of the Antiquarian, and claffical Reader; and with 
a Compafs of Erudition that few Travellers are 
Matters of. 

Tacitus, in the fourth Book of his Hiftory, giv- 
ing an Account of the Batavian InfurreCtion, {peaks 
of two Forts, that were built near the Ocean, for 
the Security of the Roman Troops in Winter Quar. 
ters. Our Author, for certain Reafons that he af- 
figns, thinks thefe Forts can be no where fixed with 
fo much Likelihood as at Leyden and Catwyck, 
When he has fettled their Situation, he proceeds to 
fet forth their prefent Condition, and to give us the 
Hiftory of them, fo far as it is deducfble from fuch 
Records as yet remain concerning them: There are 
Draughts likewife of each of them for the greater 
Satisfaction of the Curious. 

The Relicks of the latter of thefe Forts (about 
four Miles diftant from Leyden) are only vifible up- 
on an extraordinary Ebb or Recefs of the Sea. In 
the Beginning of the twelfth Century, a very un- 
common Phenomenon of this Nature, was the Occa- 
fion of their firft Difcovery. But this Ebb not 
continuing long enough for turning over the Rub- 
bifh, the Connoiffeurs, our Author fays, were but 
little the better for it. But about twenty Years 
after a fecond Opportunity happened, a great deal 
more favourable than the firft ; for then the entire 
Ruins were laid open to the very Foundation, for 
the beft Part of a Month. ‘* The Peafants, fays 
‘© Mr. Breval) who at that Time flocked thither in 
*¢ great Numbers, juft as they would have done to 
** fome Shipwreck, to fee what there was worth 
‘¢ the plundering, brought away, among feveral 
‘© Cart-Loads of Rubbifh, Abundance of Coins, 
‘*¢ many of which were of Silver, and fome few of 
‘© Gold) little Idols, facrififing Inftruments, and 
*’ other Utenfils of Brafs, befides Urns, Bricks, 
*« and Tiles, (many of which had thefe Characters 

«* ypon 
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<s upon them, Excerinr ;) but the moft valu- 
able Part of the Difcovery, were three or four 
Infcriptions, which, together with the other a- 
bovementioned Curiofities, were put in the 
Hands of the Lord of the Manor, M. Waffenaer. 
That Gentleman had placed them at firft at the 
Hague in his Court-Yard, where they fuffered 
confiderably from the Weather; and one of 
«¢ them I believe was wholly defaced, for I can- 
“© not hear what became of it. The three that re- 
‘¢ main have been removed fince to the Country- 
*¢ Seat of that ancient Family (which Seat belongs 
** at prefent tothe Duyvenvoords, who inherited a 
«< great Part of the Waffenaer Eftate) about an 
‘© Hour from Leyden, where they are fixed in a 
‘© Wall, fo as to prefent themfelves to View the 
‘* Moment you enter the Houfe: The two firft 
«© were found at Briten/burg, and the third at Room- 
*¢ burg.—The Abbreviations inthis laft are fuch, 
‘© that the Words have been made out, but with a 
‘¢ great deal of Difficulty.” Our Author has criti- 
cifed on thefe Infcriptions, and given us the Figures 
of them : He has made ufe of them for illuftrating 
a Particular of the Roman Hiftory, relating to the 
Office of Cen/or. 

There was a Key of about feven Inches long, 
found amongft this Rubbifh, fuppofed to be that 
of the Fortrefs itfelf, as likewife two Aunali Signa- 
torii, or Seal Rings, with little Keys to them, 
that were found here among other Things, and 
were in the Poffeffion of M. Waffenaer, as well as 
the Infcriptions : But as all thefe have fince paffed 
through Variety of Hands; and as the prefent 
Heir of this antient Family isan Infant, it was 
impoffible, M. Breval fays, for him to learn 
whether thefe Curiofities, or the Coins and Images 
he has fpoken of, are {till in Being. He is apt to 
believe the contrary, becaufe few of the Nobility 
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and Gentry in Holland have a Tafte for this Sort of 


Literature. 

Before he has done with this Province, he gives 
us a fhort Account ofthe Foundation and State ot 
the Univerfity of Leyden ; of the Courfe and a- 
mazing Lofs of the Réine; and of the Boundaries 
of the ancient Ifland of the Batavi. . With Refpect 
tothe Rhine, he fays, ** This noble River, which 
<< has its Rife in the Country of the Grifons, among 
«< the Alps, after having difembogued moft of its 
<< Waters into the Vahal, Iffel, and Leck, paffes 
<¢ faintly on through Utrecht, Worden, and Ley- 
«¢ den, till withina Mile of the Sea, where it 
<¢ dwindles away to nothing, and infenfibly lofes 
<¢ itfelfamong the Sands, to the Amazement of e- 
“© very Body ; but to thofe more efpecially who 
¢* have feen it in its Fulnefs of Glory, between 
‘© Mayence and Nimeguen. 

‘© Hiftorians leave us much in the Dark with 

Regard to the Caufe of this wonderful Phe- 

nomenon; nay, the Annals of Holland are in fo 

great a Confufion, that we find a Difference of 
two hundred Years only in the fixing of the 

/Era of this Alteration , for-fome of them place 

it in the ninth Century, and others bring it 

‘ down as low as the eleventh or twelfth.. But be 

* thatas it will, fome violent Hurricane muft no 
doubt have thrown in the Sands, by which the 

Rhine is thus over-powered and choked; and 

this will be the eafier accounted for, if we confi- 

der how much the Stream of it muft have been 
already impaired and weakened, not only by 

{upplying the three Rivers abovementioned, but 

likewife that infinite Number of {mall Canals 

that we fee in almoft all the Parts of Holland.” 

FRISELAND isthe next Province that falls 
underour Author’s Notice. After fixing itsBoundaries 
and Extent, he enters upon the Hiftory of its AiO 
. under 
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under the Roman Empire, and that of Charlemagne. 
He briefly mentions its Invafion (while under the 
Adminiftration of what was called the Pote/tas 
Frifia) by the Danes and Normans, who over- 
whelmed it; but were afterwards defeated and ex- 
pelled by the Emperor Henry, firnamed ?Oifleur : 
The violent Refiftance it afterwards made to the 
Defigns and Attacks of William Count of Holland, 
King of the Romans, and Emperor; who, the 
Moment he was crowned at ix la Chapelle, grant- 
ed the Frifons many confiderable Privileges, where- 
by he thought tohave gained them fo far, as to have 
been declared Sovereign of the Country ; inftead of 
which he unfortunately loft his Life in a fecond Ex- 
pedition, to which their Obftinacy obliged him: 
And laftly, their final Subjection, with the De- 
{truction of their Capital, by obu I. Grandfon to 
the abovenamed Henry, in the thirteenth Century. 

The Places of Note, which our Author chiefly 
diftinguifhes in this Chapter, are Harlem, Am/fter- 
dam, and Narden: But it mutt ftill be remember-- 
ed, that it is not the Buildings, the natural and ar- 
tificial Rarities, the Fafhions and Cuftoms of thole 
Cities that are here reprefented ; very little is faid 
upon any of thefe Heads ; but it is the Story of 
their Origin and Fortunes that we are principally 
entertained with, 

The Zuyderzee wafhes this Province. Sir Wil- 
liam Temple fays, he remembers no Mention of it in 
antient Authors. Mr. Breval points out two Pal- 
fages in Tacitus and Mela, which refer directly to 
it. He owns however, that the Extent of it was 
nothing near fo great in the Time of the Romans as 
now ; for as it was at firft made by the breaking in of 
the Ocean through the Mouth of the #/y ; fo the 
Ocean, having once got an Inlet, gained Ground 
more and more, till at Jaft all this Space (which is 
computed to be about thirty Leagues) has been wholly 
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filled up by it. Authors differ as to the Year of 
this firft Irruption, tho? we may venture to affirm, 
that it certainly fell out before the Romans came in- 
to the Country.—A fecond Irruption happened a 
great many Ages after, about the twelfth or thir- 
teenth Century. 
_ Every Body is apprifed how much the Preferva- 
tion of Holland depends upon the Dykes ; and that 
more efpecially, as our Author fays, in this Pare 
of its Coaft. He adds, ‘* and accordingly the 
<< chief Men of the State are fet over as Infpectors 
<< of them; which is lefs ftrange, confidering 
<< that their All depends on it, than that the great- 
“< eft Men among the Romans fhould be employed 
«< in the Care of their Roads and Highways ; or, 
“sas the Latin expreffes it, Curatores Viarum., 
«© Some Hiftorians think that there was a College 
‘<¢ inftituted for the Purpofe, on Occafion of a ter- 
“< rible Overflowing of the Rhine in the Winter of 
‘< the Year 1322, which broke down its Dykes, 
<¢ {pread itfelf over a great Part of Holland, and 
“© made terrible Devaftations.—<aAnd indeed it is 
‘* not probable, in a Country fo low, and fo 
** expofed to Mifchiefs of this Nature, that there 
‘* fhould not have been fome early Expedient 
“¢ thought of by the erecting of fuch a College or 
‘© Society for the Confervation of the Dykes.-- There 
“<< are now fix of thefe Collegesin Holland, each of 
‘¢ which has its Dykegrave, to whom are joined f{e- 
‘© veral Counfellors or Heemraeden: Thefe are 
compofed of the Nobles, or Perfons of great 
Diftinction, bordering upon thofe Places 
that are moft expofed to Danger. The 
Stadtholder formerly took upon himfelf the 
Choice of the Dykegrave and Counfellors, 
but now they are chofen by the States. The 
Dykesrave and the Heemraeden not only examine 


if the Dykes be in good Repair, but they — 
be ay 
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«s Jay Taxes upon the neighbouring Lands, look 
“¢ tothe Execution of old ones imposed for that 
Purpofe, judge all the Differences that happen 
upon that Occafion between Lords of Lands, 
and the Peafants; and punifh thofe that fail in 
their Duty : They regulate befides all Matters 
that relate to Canals, Caufeways, Highways, 
and Bridges. However at prefent there is a 
great Complaint, that notwithftanding the ex- 
cellent Laws for keeping the Dykes in Repair, 
they are going to Ruin in many Places, 
‘© The firft Dyke that we read of in /?olland was 
that which was raifed along the Rdine to pre- 
vent its Inundations, by Dru/us himfelf, a Prince 
who by the many great Works he caufed to be 
made in and about this IMand, feems to have 
had the Prefervation of it more at Heart than 
‘s any other Roman either before or after him. 
“© This Dyke extended itfelf feveral Miles up the 
‘© Country, quite from the Mouth of that River, 
‘© and lay on the Southern Side of it.— Civilis de- 
¢ ftroyed it afterwards, and by that Means having 
“© Jaid the Country under Water, he made it im- 
*© poffible for the Romans to come at him:-—That 
** People diftinguifhed Works of this kind, which 
“* were made to refift the Impetuofity of the 
“© Waves, by the Name of Aggeres marini operis.” 
Having done with the particular Defcription and 
Hiftory of the principal Towns and Places in Hol- 
jand, Mr. Breval proceeds to fay fomething of this 
Republick in general, abftracledly from the others 
that compofe the Union ; for tho’ by the Name of 
Holland, as he obferves, all the Members of that 
Confederacy. dre ufually underftood, yet in Pro- 
priety it denotes little more than a fixth Part of that 
Body. This is a curious Differtation, in which, as 
nearly as he can, he defines the Limits and Dimen- 
fions of the ancient Batavia, comparing them = 
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thofe of the prefent Province. He then prefents 
us with a Retrofpect into the Affairs of it, from the 
Time when the Batavi firft came to be known, 
down to the Beginning of the laft Century: This 
Relation, being the Subftance of what occurs in 
Tacitus, contains a great deal of entertaining Varie- 
ty. It is fucceeded by a Difcourfe on the Govern- 
ment and Politicks of the United Provinces. This 
cannot be difagreeable to an Engli/h Reader. Mr, 
RBreva! affures us, he has not added it out of any 
Spirit of Competition with fo great a Man as Sir 
William Temple, who has treated upon the fame 
Tfead in his Account of the Netherlands, but to 
ceive fome finifhing Strokes to that Performance, 
which he ftiles one of the beautifullett Works in 
our Tongue. But with all this Complaifance, Mr. 
Breval’s real Sentiment is, that Sir William, in his 
Chapter of Government, has been a good deal too 
fhort upon that Topic, and that he has handled it 
with too little Perfpicuity or Order. Here follows 
an Epitome of what he himfelf fays upon the Sub- 
ject, 
‘© In the Beginning of the Year 1581, when 
‘¢ the Duke of A/encon entered on the Admini- 
‘« {tration of the Low Countries, a Land-Reiede, or 
*¢ Council of Regency, was eftablifhed. The 
** States of Holland fubmitted to this Conftitution 
*¢ not without great Reluctancy, and under many 
«© Reftrictions. After the Departure of the faid 
Duke, in Conjunétion with Zeeland and Utrecht, 
‘© and with the Advice of their Governor the Prince 
** of Orange, they began to enter into Meafures 
“¢ for fettling their Affairs, which they then found 
‘*¢ to be in great Diforder; fo, after long and ma= 
** ture Deliberation, they drew up a Plan of Go- 
‘* vernment, which they engaged the other Unit- 
“‘ ed Provinces to come into; and this may be 
‘* faid to have been as it were the Cradle of the 
é< State. 
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‘© State. This was done in the Year 1584; but 
‘« the tragical Cataftrophe of the Prince of Orange, 
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the great Promoter of the Project, had like to 
have deftroyed it in its Infancy: However, thefe 
three Provinces, with thofe of Brabant, Flanders, 
Mecklin, and Frifeland, approved what had been 
concerted with the Prince; and upon that very 
Plan, the 18th of Auguff of that fame Year, 
they inftituted the Comel of State, giving it 
indeed a very ample Authority, but no more 
than was neceffary to remedy the Diforders, and 
fupprefs the Anarchy which was then prevailing 
in all Orders of the Community. In fhort, to 
this Council was delegated the whole Civil and 
Military Power: By the 25th Article of their 
Commiffion they were to affemble the States 
General at leaft twice a Year, to communicate 
all Matters to them, and fubmit to the Exa- 
mination of that Body their Behaviour during 
the Intervals, But the Council foon loft that 
Part of their Authority, by the almoft defpo- 
tick Power conferred by the United Provinces 
on the Earl of Leice/fer ; during whofe Govern- 
ment it never had but a deliberate Voice: Upon 
his Difmiffion in 1587, they reaffumed their 
former Sway, and the States vefted in them the 
Government-General of the Provinces. 
‘© The Power of this Council has fuffered fre- 
quent Changes, and confiderable Limitations fince 
the firft [nftitution, and the Power attributed 
to them in 1588 is infinitely diminifhed fince 
the Affembly of the States General became fe- 
dentary, whereas before it Jay wholly in their 
Brea{t to convoke them whenever they thought 
fit: For all the Power in military Affairs was 
ufurped from them by the ordinary Aflembly 
of the StatesGeneral in the Year 16513; and 
fince that Time the Council is only minifterial 
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€¢ in thofe Matters, as well as in the Adminiftra- 
“<< tion of the Finances; almoft the whole Weight 
** of foreign and domeftick Affairs having pafied 
‘© away infenfibly from them to the other more 
important Body; and what Authority ftill re- 
¢* mains with them is but precarious at beft, and 
«© in the Power of the States General to deprive 
‘© them of when they pleafe. 

<< The Authority of this Council is greateft in 
Time of War: For it is they that raife all Con- 
tributions, Money on Safeguards, Paffports, and 
‘* Confifcations, excepting of Goods fituated with- 
«¢ in the Provinces: But all this they do agreeably 
“© to the Refolutions of the States General, and 
muft in doing it make ufe of their Authority 
S¢ and Name.—The Stadtholder had great Prero- 
<¢ gatives in this Council; but fince the moft con- 
fiderable of the Provinces have been without that 
«© Officer, they do not care to admit of a Stadt- 
“¢ holder of the fmaller ones into it.” 

Our Author is the longer on this Subjeét, be- 
caufe the Power of this Council, he fays, is fo in- 
volv’d, and has been fo hable to Difputes with 
the prefent Affembly of the States General, which 
has extorted almoft all the Jurifdi¢tion from it, that 
it is impoffible to difcover the Springs of this 
State, without a nice Determination of their feveral 
Functions. 

<¢ Little can be added to what Sir William Tem- 
‘¢ tle has wrote of the Nature of the Affembly of 
«< the States General. Every Body knows that 
*¢ the Deputies receive their Inftruétions from their 
‘© Provinces, and they are received in the States 
“ by prefenting their Commiffion. If they act 
“¢ contrary to the Duties of their Truft, they are 
‘© fent back to be punifh’d by their Principals; 
“ the States General having no perfonal Jurifdic- 
**-tion over them; but they have acted contrary 
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to this Refolution on fome Occafions, as they 
do fometimes make free with the moft effential 
Parts of their Government on preffing Emer- 
gencies; which Deviations do not, as in other 
Countries, draw bad Confequences after them.— 
«¢ The States General reprefent the Sovereignty 
of the Country, but with thefe Reftrictions, 
which are the Foundation of their Liberties : 
The Provinces have referv’d to themfelyes ex- 
prefly, I. The Right of chufing or not chufing 
a Stadtholder, as they think fit. II, The Dit- 
pofition and Command of the Places and Forts 
in their feveral Provinces. III. The Keeping 
the Keys of their Towns, the Right of the 
Magiftrates, and giving the Parole. IV. The 
Jurifdiction over the Troops in Things which 
are not purely military. V. The Difpofing of 
Commiffions in the Troops which are of their 
Repartition. VI. To put Garrifons in what 
Towns or Places they pleafe, and change them 
as they will: But this muft be with Advice of 
the Council of State, which figns the Patents 


*¢ jointly with them, VII. And laitly, A Power 
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to oblige all the Troops, tho’ belonging to ano- 
ther Repartition, to take the Oaths to them, 
when they come into their Towns or Provinces. 
Thefe Reftri€tions are the Foundations of their 
Union, not to be touch’d upon any Account ; 
and are, as it were, the Bands of their Confe- 
deracy. When the States have taken, by the 
Confent of the Provinces, a Refolution which 
regards the Police’or Intereft of the Republick, 
they fix up a Placart or Ordinance by way of 
Requifition to the Provinces to receive it, with- 
out ufing any Word that expretles a Command, 
not to derogate from the Authority of the States 
of the particular Provinces ; and it belongs to

‘* thefe Jaft to publifh it afterwards in their feve- 
‘* ral Diftricts. , 

*¢ The Execution of moft of thefe Placarts be- 
‘< Jongs to the States-General, which gives them 
“* a great Authority, and many good Places to 
“¢ difpofe of ; and as they are the Perfons who re- 
“© ceive Foreign Embaffadors, and in whofe Breafts 
‘* are depofited all the Councils of the State, their 
«s Advices have generally a great Weight to de- 
‘< termine the Provinces. 

‘* It is proper to obferve here, that the States 
have not taken away from the particular Lords, 
Marquiffes, or Barons of thefe Places, the 
Rights which they had to their Fiefs, but only 
that which the Sovereigns had paramount to 
them. They have innovated nothing likewife 
in their antient Privileges, Laws, and Cuftoms ; 
but if thefe ‘Towns think themfelves injured, or 
infringed in any of thefe, they are not permitted 
to make any Remonftrance, but only by an 
humble Requeft to pray the States to fend Com- 
miffioners among them. 

“© The. Power of that great, and, in a Manner, 

Dictatorial Officer, who- is called Stadtholder of 

the United Provinces, is very, confiderable. In 

Quality of Captain-General he difpofes of all 

military Offices ; yet, when he is in the Field, 

to hinder him from rifking too much the For- 
tune of the State in frequent Battles, he is al- 
ways attended by a Council of Deputies, com- 
pofed out of the States General and the Council 
of State, without whofe Confent he may not en- 
eage.—He is alfo Admiral of the Provinces, and 
they who command the Fleet take only the Title 
of his Lieutenants.-— As Governor of the parti- 
cular Provinces, it is his Prerogative to chufe the 
Magiftrates of the Towns, that is to fay, the 
Towns are obliged to make a Nomination of 
” two 
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two or three Perfons, out of which he chufes 
Echevins, Counfellors, and Burgomafters, A 
oreater Power than any Prince has in a limitted 
Monarchy. * Amfterdam, indeed, pretends to 
an Exemption from this Inftance of his Jurif- 
diction, excepting with Refpect to its Echevins, 
and even thofe they contend for a Right of chu- 
fing themfelves, in Cafe of his Abfence.— 

‘¢ The Great Council of Holland and Zeeland 
was inftituted in 1582, to take Place inftead of 
the Parliament of Malines, before which all Ap- 
peals were carried till then; becaufe the Repub- 
lick having withdrawn its Obedience from 
Spain, it would not have been proper to plead 
before a ftrange Tribunal, and that was under the 
Government of Philip Il. William I. Prince of 
Orange, was in Hopes that all the Provinces 
would have acknowledged his new Court, and 
would lodge their Appeals there; but he was 
miitaken, for the Provinces of Holland and Zee- 
land agreed to ereét a Grand Council, compofed 
of a Prefident and fix Counfellors for Holland, 
and three for Zeeland. The States of Holland 
formerly nominated to thefe Pofts, and the Stadt- 
holder determined the Choice ; but now the Grand 
Council names the Perfons whom they think fit to 
fill up the Vacancies, and the two Provinces agree 
as to the Choice of the Prefident. This Jurif- 
diction is very extenfive ; for it receives Appeals 
from the Courts of Juftice, and can cancel their 
Arrefts. 

‘© Anciently, in any Difpute between the No- 


‘© bles of Holland and Zeeland, the Count with 
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fome of his Privy Counfellors, was Judge there- 
of; but William Il. King of the Romans, when 


* I chufe to exprefs myfelf concerning the Authority of this 


great Office, in the fame Terms as would be requifite if it were 
now in Exercife. 
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<< he removed his Refidence from Grave/ande to the 
«© Hague, eftablifhed the Court of Juftice there alfo ; 
«< where it has continued ever fince almoft with- 
<¢ out any Intermiffion. Philip le Bon regulated 
¢¢ the Functions of this Court, and compofed it 
‘ half out of Nobles, and half out of Lawyers: 
¢ In the Count’s Abfence his Stadtholder prefided 
<< over it, and it was this Tribunal which they 
*¢ now call Cour Provinciale de Hollande. 
«© ‘She Council of Brabant was erected in 1§91, 
*¢ by the States General, to fupply the Feodal 
«© Court and the Chancery of Brujjels; and this 
«© Tribunal was fix’d at the Hague in 1596. The 
¢¢ States General nominate the Countellors that 
<< compofe it: Its Jurifdiétion extends over the 
*¢ Dutch Brabant, but not over Maeftricht.” 
After thefe Paflages, which I have cited relating 
to Zeeland and Holland, I need not quote any more, 
to fhew the Reader in what Manner our Author has 
defcribed the reft of the confederated Provinces. I 
fhial] accompany him therefore no further in thisCoun- 
try, but attend him in Brabant,when he comes to Ant- 
werp. The Avenue to this City on the Weftern Side 
ts, he tells us, a kind of barren Heath or Defart, ma- 
ny Miles in Length, in which fcarce any Thing is 
to be met with but Shepherds Huts: As to the Place 
itfelf, ‘* It makes a great Shew at a Diftance, by 
“* reafon of its exalted Spires, that of Notredame 
** particularly, and the many ftately publick and 
*¢ private Buildings, that rife above the Bulk of 
“‘ the Town; but when a Stranger comes into it, 
‘¢ and fees a Place of this Rank, Figure, and Ex- 
*¢ tent, fo thinly inhabited, where there is fo fine 
** a River too, it cannot but be a great Surprize 
** to him, if he is unacquainted with the Manner 
** in which the Dutch have ruined both the Trade 
** of the Town, and the Navigation of the cai 
Te 
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Mr. Breval’s Hiftory of this once-celebrated City 
may be a very agreeable Extract. 
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‘¢ There is nothing, he fays, more uncertain 
than the Original of this City ; and therefore 
thofe who fuppofe this to have been the Capital 
of the antient Aduatici, or dAmbavariti, lie un- 
der a palpable Miftake, and their Syftem has 
not the Jeaft Foundation from any Author of 
the Roman Times. The firft Time we find any 
Mention made of Andoverpia, is in the Life of 
St. Eligius, who preach’d the Gofpel in thefe 
Parts about the feventh Century ; and in that 
which follow’d next it appears, that the Frifon 
Bifhop Willivred was Lord of a Caftle that ftood 
juft where the Citadel of Axtwerp docs now 5 
but there was no fuch Thing as a Town there 
till about the ninth Century, when the Nor- 
mans ravag’d this Coaft ; and it is in the Re- 
cords of thofe Times we find it called Andover- 
pa Civitas, and not before. HenryI. Duke of 
Brabani, was the Prince that firft enlarged the 
narrow Circumference of Axztwerp in the Year 
1201. Itreceived a fecond Augmentation after= 
wards from Duke Yobu III. but the prefent great 
Dimenfions of it are owing to Charles V. who 
took more Delight in it than any of his Prede-~ 
ceffors had done, It was he raifed about it thofe 
beautiful Ramparts that we fee to this Day. 
The venerable and lofty Elms which cover them 
are one of the chief Ornaments of Antwerp ; 
but the Citadel (in which was the infolent Sta- 
tue of the Duke of 4/va) is the Work of Pdi- 
lip II. During the Revolt, the Baftions which 
commanded the City, were levell’d; but they 
were repair’d again upon the Duke of Parma’s 
retaking it in the Year 1585. 
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‘© Before Antwerp became any thing confider- 
“© able, Bruges was the great Mart and Staple of 
<< the Netherlands ; but the Pride of the Inhabi- 
“* tants was fuch, as obliged the Burgundian and 
<< Auftrian Princes to humble them: It was that 
<< helped chiefly to promote the Trade of Ant- 
<< qwerp, which, by the Excellency of its Harbour, 
<s was very commodioufly fituated for fuch a Pur- 
<¢ pofe. The Company that traded up the Bal- 
<¢ tick, commonly known by the Name of Ea/ter- 
<* ings, were the firft who removed hither from 
“© Bruges; and thefe were followed in Procefs of 
‘¢ Time by the wealthieft mercantile Inhabitants 
<© of that flourifhing City. This it was that occa- 
<< fioned the raifing thofe many ftately publick 
<< Edifices, which are ftanding here to this Day, 
«< and likewife what helped to enrich fo confider- 
<< ably the Convents and Churches, many of which, 
<< notwithftanding the feveral Revolutions that 4nt- 
<¢ qwerp has known, are yet moft beautifully adorn- 
‘* ed with Paintings, and poffefs vaft T'reafures of 
“¢ ufelefs Gold and Silver ; tho’ not the tenth Part 
‘* of what they could boaft of before the fatal Com- 
“< motions that began under Margaret’s Govern- 
‘* ment; when one of their Burghers could afford 
** to cancel a Bond for a Million of Gold Ducats, 
‘© which he had lent the Emperor Charles V. 

‘© The firft remarkable Difafter that befel Axt- 

“© qwerp was in 1566, when a Proteftant Rabble 

«© plundered it: Their chief Fury vented itfelf up-: 

*< on religious Places, and the Pictures and Images 

*¢ that belonged tothem, On that Occafion many no- 

«© ble Productions of Art, which had no Manner of 

*¢ Hart in them, were miftaken for Objeéts of Wor- 

*¢ fhip, and fell a Sacrifice to the Zeal and Ignorance 

“of the Populace. Margaret, to put a Stop to 

‘¢ thefe Mutinies, came hither in Perfon, and had 

** the Offenders punifhed, but not with that Seve- 
ee rity

rity that was agreeable to her Brother Pdilip’s 
bloody Difpofition: For which Reafon the Duke 
of Alva was fent to fuperfede her in her Govern- 
ment; 1n which he exercifed the moft horrid 
Cruelties. But from thefe, how ericvous foever, 
Antwerp {uffered nothing in Comparifon to what 
it did fome Years after from the Spani/h Mutiny, 
which made an End of undoing this City, 
and reducing its Inhabitants to Begcary: For 
therein they felt all thofe fad Effects of Licen- 
tioufnefs, that are ufual where hungry and rave- 
nous Troops are let loofe upon a thriving and 
opulent People.— It afterwards very narrowly 
efcaped a Surprize by the Duke of Jnjou and 
Alengon, who having been folemnly acknow- 
ledged Sovereign of the Netherlands, had a Mind 
to make himtelf abfolute in thofe Provinces: 
With this View he retolved to begin with Antwerp, 
which was the Place of his Refidence, and into 
which he contrived to bring the frexch Troops 
that came with him, and which not having been 
{uffered to enter the City, were quartered in the 
neighbouring Villages. Jn order to accomplifh 
this Defign, he brought them clofe under the 
Walls of the Town, on Pretence of a Review. 
The People had no Miftruft, and it was confe- 
quently no hard Matter for him to feiz: one 
of the Gates that was kept open on Purpofe. 
This being done, the #vench were pouring in very 
faft, when the Alarm was rung, and the Bur- 
gers began to run from all Parts to oppofe them. 
The Conflict was fome Time dubious; but the 
Townfmen being too many for the Soldiers, 
drove them out of their Gates again, and play’d 
the Cannon of the Rampants upon the Duke, 
who, with the reft of his Army, retir’d in all 
the Confufion imaginable, and went back into 
“© hrance, 
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‘© France, where he took the Difappointment fo 
“6 to Heart, that it coft him his Life. 

‘© Antwerp {eem’d to breathe a little after this 
<< new Deliverance, and was juft upon the Point of 
“* recovering, when the Duke of Parma came and 
“¢ attack’d it—After a moft obftinate Defence, it 
<< fej] into the Hands of that great Captain. Since 
‘¢ which laft Cata/tropbe, all the Efforts of the Con- 
“< federates were never able to regain it. But they 
«6 have been able however, by the Means of the 
‘© Fortrefs of Lillo, which they have kept in their 
‘© Hands, to ruin the Navigation of the Scheid, 
<< and thereby to hinder it from recovering its 
‘© Trade, and of Courfe its Riches.” 

I fhould fwell this Article to a Volume, were I 
to take notice of every Thing our Author fays, 
worthy of Remark, in his Tour of Flanders, Alja- 
tia, the Franche Compté, Duchy of Burgundy, &c. 
{ muft therefore pafs over without any Regard a 
vaft many valuable Obfervations relating to thofe 
Countries. But when he comes to the Lyonnois, the 
Antiquities of Lyons are fuch engaging Curiofities, 
that one cannot forbear halting a little to admire 
them. The firft of thefe that I fhall mention, is that 
Part of the Ruins of the Temple of Auguflus yet 
vifible in the Abby of Aifnay. ‘“* This, if we 
“¢ believe Stravo, was erected to the Memory of 
‘© that great Emperor, who had refided three Years 
“ inthis City, by fixty Nations of the Gauls, that 
‘© traffick’d thither, at the Defire of Nero Drujus, 
“© Brother to Zzberius, and Father to Germanicus. 
*« He is faid to have confecrated this Temple him- 
‘* felfon the very Day that his Son Claudius (af- 
«* rerwards Emperor) was born at Lyons. 

‘© The four principal Pillars, which fupport the 
<< middle Arch, and bear, as it were, the whole 
‘¢ Strefs of the Church belonging to this Abbey, 


“© were made (if we believe Tradition) out of two 
s¢ Columns 
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‘© Columns that ftood at each Angle of the Altar of 
“ Auguftuss Temple. Ifthefe are (as they feem to 
‘© be) pure Oriental Granite, our Author queftions 
if they could be matched, in their entire State, on 
this Side the 4/ps ; but as it feems improbable, 
that the Rhone fhould have Depth enough to 
bring up Veffels of fo great a Burthen, as was 
required to load even one fuch Pillar upon, he is 
rather inclin’d to believe, they are of a Marble 
found in fome Quarry hereabouts; for as to 
what fome have fuppofed, that they are a Com- 
pofition, the Miftake they lie under is eafily 
prov’d and confuted. This Religious Houte 
was founded, as they fay, by Queen Brunchaut, 
that famous Incendiary ; tho’ ic does not feem 
likely, becaufe Lyons was in Burgundy, and fhe 
reigned in Auftrafia. The Church itfelf was 
confecrated by Pope Pajchalis, in the twelfth 
Century: He is reprefented in Mofaick, at the 
Foot of the great Altar, with this Line under

But a much nobler Piece of Antiquity, that 
Mr. Breval next gives an Account of, is the Ha- 
rangue of Claudius upon two Brafs Plates, fixed in 
the prefent Hotel de Ville, or Town-Houfe. ‘ It 
‘* was put up by the ancient Lyonnois, as a Me- 
‘© morial of their Gratitude to that Emperor, who 
«¢ had procured them fome confiderable Advan- 
** tages.” For the Benefit of thofe who are curi- 
ous in this Sort of Learning, our Author has fum- 
med up the Contents of it, and at the End of his 

iHiftory of this City, among other Roman Monu- 
ments, has obliged us with a faithful Tranfcript of 
the Original. I fhall here infert both the Speech 
wae itfelf, 
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itfelf, and what he fays of it ; beginning with the 
latter. 
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«© In the eight hundredth Year of Rome, which 


was that very Year when Claudius and Vitellius, 
in Quality of Cenfors, made the Lufirum, that 
is, a general Survey of Rome, on Purpofe to 
reform (as they were authorized by their Cen- 
forial Power) the Abufes that had crept into the 
State, and publick Adminiftration ; Abundance 
of Senatorial Families being then extinét (the 
Room of which was to be fupphed by new 
ones) the principal Men of Gallia Comata, or 
Lugdunen/jis, begged that they might have the 
Honour to be grafted into that noble Stock ; 
upon the Confideration of their having been for- 
merly received and acknowledg’d as Allies and 
Friends to the Republick, for which they had 
fignalized their Zeal upon fo many Occafions, 
‘* Claudius, who was a Native of Lyons, took upon 
himfelf to recommend this Petition to the Senators, 
among whom there were many that oppofed it at 
firft, asaThing without Precedent, and that look’d 
upon it as unreafonable for Strangers, born be- 
yond the ps, to be admitted into that illuftri- 
ous Body, when the Jialians had among them- 
felves fo many Perfons well qualified to fill up 
thofe Vacancies. A great many other popular 
Arguments were ufed to prevent this Adoption 
of the Gauls; but Claudius, who was fully bent 
upon the Matter, and had a Mind to ingra- 
tiate himfelf with his Countrymen, made a 
Speech upon that Occafion, in which he fet 
forth to the Senate how much they were 
miftaken in calling this an Innovation: And 
fhewed them in what Minner Numa, Tarquin, 
and other antient Kiigs, and the nobleft 
Families of Rome, were defcended from Fo- 
«¢ reigners : 
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reigners : That in doing this, he but followed 
the Example of his Predeceffors, and of Tiberius 
particularly, who had introduced the Flower of 
the conquered Provinces into the Senate; and 
that Lyons and Vienne had both fupplied that Body 
before with worthy and honourable Members. 
Finally, that notwithftanding thefe Nations had 
held out fo long againft Fulius Cefar, yet for an 
hundred Years paft, they had given Proofs of 
an inviolable Attachment to the Republick : 
And that their Zeal in this Refpect had been of 
great Service to the Romans, and more _particu- 
larly to Drufus Nero, his Father, in his Reduc- 
tion of Germany , and therefore deferved fucha 
Reward. The Confequence of this Harangue, 
was, that the Emperor carried his Point ; and 
that the Lyounois obtained the Rights and Pri- 
vileges of Roman Citizens by a Senatus-Confultum. 
It was for that Reafon, as I faid before, they 
caufed the Speech to be engraved on thefe Plates, 
and put up in the antient Palace or Curia ; 
where they remained, very probably, till that 
dreadful Fire in Nero’s Time (which Seneca 
{peaks of ) reduced the City to Afhes ; and lay 
buried in the Rubbifh of Mont St. Sebajtien till 
the Year 1529. The Magiftrates have taken all 
poffible Care to preferve this noble Monument ; 
and it is now fixed in the Wall of the great En- 
try of the Hotel de Ville, under the Buft of Lewis 
XIV.” 

The Oration itfelf is in Capitals. There isa full 


Stop or Point after each Word, At the Beginning, 
and aboutthe Middle, there are fome Chafms, where 
Time has obliterated certain Words of the Original. 
I the rather infert this venerable Antiquity, becaufe 
I do not recollect its having been publifhed by any 
of our Writers on /ta/y, but Mr. Breval.

Setting afide thefe Tables, the Hotel de Ville, Mr. 
Breval lays, has nothing that deferves a Place in a 
Stranger’s Memory. But there are fome Antiqul- 
ties in the Neighbourhood of this City, which I 
would not pafs over unmentioned. 

‘¢ On the Side of a Hill, near St. George’s Gate, 
“* there is yetto be feena large Fragment of one of 
*¢ thofe Caufeways that Agrippa caufed to be made 
“© in Gaul: It is compofed of little Flints ftrongly 
‘* cemented together, and as hard as Granite or 
*¢ Porphyry. This artificial Road lies twelve Feet 
‘© deep in the Ground. 

*¢ Near the Gate called du Trion, there are the 
‘* Remains of a very fplendid Aqueduét, built, 
*¢ as we are informed, by Mark Anthony, for the 

“© Conve- 
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<¢ Conveniency of the Legions which were quar- 
*< tered upon Mount Fourviere, and were at too 
‘© oreat a Diftance from either of the Rivers to be 
«¢ fupplied with Water from thence. 

‘© Inthe Year17o4, there was one of the moft curi- 
** ous Difcoveries made inthe fame MountFourviere, 
<< that perhaps has been known onthis Side of the A/ps 
«< for a long Time paft: It is the famous Zaurobol 
«© fpoken of by Montfaucon.” For the Benefit of fuch 
of his Readers as are not Mafters of the Works of 
that Author, Mr. Breval has very particularly de- 
{fcribed and explained this great Curiofity, and has 
likewife given a Draught of itabundantly more ex- 
act and circumftantial than that of the abovemen- 
tioned Father. 

‘¢ Some Veftiges of the great Amphitheatre 
‘* that was at Lyons (as for Inftance the Arcua, 
*¢ fome of the Seats, and the Caves in which they 
«© kept the wild Beafts,) are vifible at the Peres Mi- 
‘© nimes to this Day.—On the Stair-cafe of the Ho- 
“© tel de Chevriere, is a Serpent (which is the 
‘© known Hieroglyphick of the Sun) with the fol- 
«* lowing Infcription: Deo invicto Mitrura 
“© FECUNDINUS DAT. 

Indignata fequi torquentem cornua Mithram., 
*¢ A Connoiffeur may {pend fome Hours very agree- 
‘¢ ably in the Cabinetof the Jefuits of this City, where 
“* he will find Abundance of little Idols, that have 
“<* been dug up in thefe Parts of France, with Suits 
‘© of Coins in Bronze and Silver, both imperial 
‘*¢ and confular, There are fome likewife of Gold 
‘* toa confiderable Value. Among the Antiquities 
‘¢ is the Head of a Memmnon, fent hither lately out 
“© of Egypt, where it was found among the Mum- 
*4 mies: Itis of a Kind of Stone they called Ba- 
“* faltes, or Lapis Lydius. Were are alfo feveral 
little Figures of J/s, Ofiris, Horus, Apis, Anu- 
** bis, Harpocrates, and other Egyptian Deities. 
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The Zaurobol but now mentioned, was one of 
the greateft and moft barbarous Exceffes of the Pagan 
Superftition. It was invented by the Romans, and 
practifed by them alone. Prudentius has given us 
the whole Ceremonial of it, and from him Mr, 
Breval has collected a compleat Hiftory of it.* 

From the Lyonnois our Author proceeds to Dau- 
phiné, and from thence to the Kingdom of Burgun- 
dy. The Remarks on the latter of thefe Countries 
finifh the firft Volume of the Travels that I under- 
took an Account of in this Article: Some Notice will 
be taken of the fecond Volume in our next Hiftory.

AA Complete Hiftory of the feveral Tranflations 


of the Holy Bible, and New Teftament, into 
Englith, doth in Manufcript and in Print: 
And of the moft remarkable Editions of them 
fince the Invention of Printing. By John 
Lewis, A. M. The fecond Edition, with large 
Additions. London: Printed by H. Wood- 
fall, for Jofeph Pote, Book/eller at Eaton. 


HE firft Thing we meet with in this Vo- 

lume, is, A preliminary Differtation in De- 
fence of the moft learned Archbifhop Ujher and 
Mr. Henry Wharton, from the Cenfures and Re- 
proaches of the learned Renaudotius, &c. This is 
It feems this Renau- 
dotius had very rudely reflected on the Archbifhop’s 
unfinifhed Collections, to prove that the Holy Scrip-

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tures and Liturgies were in the Mother Tongue; 
which our Author’s learned Predeceffor, Mr. Whar- 
ton, publifhed long after that good Prelate’s Death, 
by the Command of Archbifhop Sancroft, with 
Additions of hisown. We here findthat Dr. Wa- 
terland had once intended to have corrected this fo- 
reign Calumniator himfelf; but being obliged to 
decline it, he put the Rod into Mr. Lewis’s Hands, 
who has ufed it as well as he was able; though, he 
modeftly fears, not with fuch Force as the Doctor 
would have adminiftered it. 
The Hiftory itfelf isa very curious and entertain- 
ing as well as ufeful Piece of Literature ; it is the 
Iffue of a very commendable Induftry in Mr. Lewis, 
and cannot furely fail of a kind Reception (now it is 
at once fo much improved and reduced to fo eafy 
a Price) from all, that have any Refpect for that 
facred Book it refers to. Indeed, the Bible has of 
late been treated with great Contempt, by a Set of 
People who pique themfelves on the Superiority of 
their Underftandings, and the Delicacy of their 
Tafte ; but, in Reality, their Behaviour in this 
Matter is no Indication of either ; fince, though 
we fhould give up the divine Infpiration of it, and 
confider it no longer as a Rule of Faith, it will yet 
be of the higheft Value, asa Collection of the moft 
antient Records, undoubtedly as authentick asthe Ge- 
nerality of thofe that are received on the Authority 
of Heathen Writers; anda Treafury of Precepts 
and Examples for the Direction of Life, and At- 
tainment of Happinefs, that all the Pagan Sages, 
to fay the leaft, have not excelled: If therefore the 
Gentlemen who value themfelves upon that Saga- 
city and Penetration, which enable them to detect 
the Frauds of Revelation, will but however regard 
the Scriptures in the Light I have here placed 
them, this Performance of Mr. Lewis may be as 
valuable in their Efteem, as thofe Memoirs of the 
Aa2 Verfions, 
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Verfions, Editions, and other Circumftances re- 
lating, tothe Greek and Latin Authors, of far lefs 
Worth, which have been compiled by the indefa- 
tigable Fabricius, and others. So that upon the 
Whole, Iapprehend this Work may look for an 
univerfal Acceptance ; from fome, for its Erudition ; 
from Chriftians, for the Sake of thofe celeftial O- 
racles ta which it bears an immediate Refpect. 

It confifts of five Chapters. In the firft, Mr. 
Eewis gives an Account of the tranjflating feveral 
Parts of, and the whole Bis xe into Britifh, Eng- 
lifh-Saxon, and the Englifh /poken after the Con- 
queft. He proves by the Teftimony of Exuj/ebius, 
and by the Acknowledgment of Father Simon, 
whom, on this Occafion, he takes for the Mouth 
of the more learned Romaniffs, That from the ear- 
lieft Times of Chriftianity, the New Teftament 
(at leaft) has been rendered into the Languages of 
all the feveral Nations which have been converted 
to the Faith of ic. And that the firft fynodical 
Prohibition of fuch Verfions, was in a Synod held 
at Tholoufe, A.D. 1228. He fuppofes therefore, 
that either St. Paul, whom he takes to have been 
the Apoftle of the Britains, or his Succeffors in that 
Miniftry, took Care that the Inhabitants of this 
Hand fhould have in their own Speech the Things 
which he or they had preached to them concerning 
Fefus, though at this Day no Copies of any fuch 
Writing are any where remaining. Which De- 
fect he attributes to the entire Conqueft of thofe 
People by the barbarous Saxons, which was attended 
with the Deftruction of what Records or Memorials 
they had, whether religious or civil. 

However, he fays, after the Saxon Inhabitants 
of this Country were converted to Chriftianity, we 
are {ure they had the whole Bible in their own Coun- 
try Characters, and Language; and that the four 
Gofpels in the fame Language were read in their, 
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religious Affemblies. The Proof of this Point is 
by an elaborate hiftorical Induétion. 

The Norman Conqueft introduced the French 
Tongue into Exgland, which being that of the So- 
vereign and his Court, foon became that of the 
People alfo; who, in a fhort Time, fo forgot 
their own, that the Tranflation of the Holy Scrip- 
tures therein, quickly became of little or no Ufe to 
them, or at leaft to thofe of the vulgar Sort, From 
henceforth the Bible, with Refpeét to them, was 
in an unknown Tongue, and with the Knowledgé 
they quickly loft the Value of it; fo that an Opi- 
nion eafily prevailed, that it was unneceffary to 
underftand it; nay, tothat Extravagance, as Mr. 
Lewis fays, was this Whim at length carried, that 
one William Butler, a Francifcan Friar, maintained, 
That * the Prelates ought not to admit every one 
** at his Pleafure to read the Scriptures tranflated 
*¢ into Latin.” 

But it pleafed God, in the Times of this Igno- 
rance, to raife up fome of a better Spirit, who 
pleaded for the Scripture being in the Vulgar 
Tongue. And here in England, we find, as our 
Author fays, by the Manufcript Copies yet re- 
maining, feveral Attempts were made to tranflate 
into the Exnglifh then fpoken, the Pfalter, the 
Hymns of the Church, and the reit of the holy 
Scriptures. One of the firft of thefe feemsto have 
been Richard Rolle, an Hermit of Hampole in 
Yorkfbire, who died A. D. 1349. He tranflated 
and wrote a Glofs in Englifh upon the Pfalter, Of 
this Verfion Mr. Lewis gives us a very particular 
Account. He afterwards mentions a few other 
Franflations, that feem to have been made fome 
Time before the flourifhing of the famous Wiclif, 
of only fome Parts of the Old Teftament, and of 
the New, and which appear not to have been pub- 


lifked, but made only for the Tranflators own 
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Of one of thefe, in the Englifh fpoken after the 
Conqueft, Dr. Waterland fent Mr. Lewis a Specimen 
from Cambridge, where it is in the Manufcript 
Library of Bennet-College. It is as follows:

We now come to Wiclif’s Tranflation, which was 
of the whole Bible. Mr. Lewis has givena fuccinét H1- 
{tory of it, to which he has prefixeda brief Memoir of 
that brave Oppofer of the papal Tyranny. ThisTran- . 
flation he made from the Laéin Bibles then in com- 
mon Ufe, or which were at that Time ufually read 
in the Church: The Reafon of which, our Author 
apprehends, was not, that he thought the Latin the 
Original, or of the fame Authority with the He- 
brew and Greek Text, but becaufe he did not un- 
derftand thofe Languges well enough to tranflate 
from them.—lIt is obfervable that the Latin Verfion 
which he ufed, does in many Places differ from 
that which is now eftablifhed by the Popes of Rome. 

Mr. Lewis mentions fome of the Paffages where- 
in they differ. He alfo takes notice of fome mi- 


nute Variations from one another, which are to 
be 
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be found in feveral Manufcript Copies of this Tran- 
lation. And he lays betore us the Complaints 
which were made againft it, by the Clergy of that 
Day. In Confequence of thefe laft, a Bill was brought 
into the Houfe of Lords, 13 Rich. II. for fuppref- 
fing it ; but it was oppofed by the Duke of Lancafter : 
Mr. Lewis recites what that Prince, who was a zea- 
lous Patron of Wiclif, is reported to have fpoke upon 
that Occafion, which had fuch an Influence upon 
the Peers, that the Bill was thrown out. 

This Succefs, perhaps, gave Encouragement 
to fome of Wiclif’s Followers to review this 
Tranflation, or rather, to make another not fo 
{trict and verbal as it was, but more according to the 
Senfe. Of this the Manufcript Copies are very rare 
and fearce: Mr, Lewzs informs us in what Libraries 
feveral of them are however yet to be found.— In 
thofe twowhich are now in theLibraries of Maudelyne 
and Syduey-College he obferves, that many Words 
therein ufed are explained by fynonymous ones; of 
the Jaft, in which this Praétice moftly obtains, he 
cites the following Texts as a Specimen; which 
being the fame Paffages as thofe above quoted, will 
give the Reader a Tafte of the Difference between 
Wiclif’s and this latter Verfion : 

Mark 1. 7.—— And prechid feiynge, a Strenger 
than I {chal come aftir me, of whom I knelynge 
am not worthi for to undoo or yabynde the thong 
of his fchon. |

But to give us the moft perfect Idea he can of 
thefe Tranflations of Hampole’s, Dr. Wiclif’s, &c. 
he fets down in three collateral Columns their re- 
{pective Magnificates. Thefe were communicated 
by Dr. Waterland. After them he inferts a fourth 
Tranflation of the Magnificat, as it ftands at the 
End of a Manuticript Englifo Pfalter in Twelves, 
of Dr. Wiclif’s Verfion. A Copy of this Pfal- 
ter, in the Library of Trinity-College, Dublin, 
having written on it Zohn Purvy or Purny, it has 
from thence been concluded, Mr. Lewis fays, that 
he was the Author of it. This introduces a fhort 
Account of that Perfon, and a critical Inquiry into the 
Time about which this Tranflation muft have been 
finifhed; with divers other Particulars relating to 
it, and fome Specimens of it, 

As our Author feems unwilling to omit any 
Thing, which can in the leaft contribute to give 
us the moft exact Knowledge of his Subjeét, he 
is fo minute and circumftantial in his Relations, 
that it is not eafy to form any regular Abftract 
of them: However, I fhall, as well as I can, ga 
on to connect the main Circumftances concerning 
this Part of it (relating to//iclif*sVerfion) that is now 
under Confideration, at the fame Time paffing over 
thofe Specimens, Quotations of Authors, hiftorical 
I)luftrations, and fuch like, with which the Original 
abounds, and which, perhaps, enhancethe Worth of it. 
| When Wiclif made his Tranflation, Printing was 
not yet in Ufe, and Writing being very expenfive, 
the Generality of his Followers were not ina Con- 
dition to purchafe entire Copies; it became there- 
fore a Practice to write Parts of the New Tefta- 
ment (efpecially) in little Books, which People 
bought according to their Liking. ‘ Thefe we find 
often mentioned in the Bifhops Regifters, as pro- 

| hibited, 
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hibited, for having of which many were profecuted 
and burnt. 

About twenty-four Years after Wiclif’s Death, 
it was decreed by Archbifhop Arundel, in a Con- 
vocation affembled at Oxford, ‘* that no one fhould 
‘¢ thereafter tranflate any Text of Holy Scripture 
«¢ into Englifh by way of a Book, alittle Book or 
ss Tract; and that no Book, &c. of this kind 
4* fhould be read, that was compofed lately, in 
«© the Time of Fob Wiclif, or fince his Death.” 
Mr. Lewis has fpecified the Defign of this Conftitus 
tion, which he extra¢ts from our Canonift Lyndwood, 
and alfo has tranfcribed the Account Sir Thomas More 
has given of the making it. From fome Expreffions 
of Sir Thomas one would be apt, our Author fays, to 
infer, That there were fome earlier Verfions of the 
Bible, into the Engli/h of that Day, than this we 
are {peaking of. And it feems as if the learned 
Dr. ‘Fames. had been mifled by them to affirm *, 
«6 That the Bible hath been twice tranflated into 
“6 Englifo ; and that the former of thefe Verfions 
‘¢ is far more antient than Wiclif’s ; whereof there 
‘* are three Copies in fo many Libraries of Ox- 
“6 ford.” But this Mr, Lewis evinces by feveral 
Obfervatians to be a groundlefs Opinion. 

Fuller, the Ecclefiaftical Hiftorian, having faid, 
that in fome Copies of Wiclif’s Tranflation in the 
Oxford Libraries, The Knave of ‘fe/us Chriff is put 
for Servant, &c. fome Men fanfied, that fo it 
muft be in fome printed Edition of the Bible. 
‘Fhe late Duke Lauderdale, in King Charles the 
Second’s Reign, believed he had got one of this 
Edition; fo did: one Benjamin Farley, a Quaker or 
Seeker, who ufed to boaft of his Bible, wherein he 
faid, Numb. xv. 32. was tranflated, They found a 
Man picking Chips on the Sabbath-Day; John i, 1. 


* Corrup. of the Fathers, &c. p. 225, 227. 
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In the Beginning was the Thing; and Rom, i. 1. 
Paul a Knave of Fefus Chrift, Mr. Stacye, a York- 
Jeire Gentleman, as Mr, Lewis is told, had a Co- 
py of this Edition, but has either miflaid or lent 
It, Or given it away, he can’t recollect which, but 
he remembers the Words, Paul a Knave, &c. and 
is pofitive that they are in his Bible. ‘fobn Hart- 
ley, a Bookfeller, in a Catalogue of Books printed 
by him, 1699, Vol. 1. Tom. viii. G. 1. names 
<¢ King Henry VIII’s Bible 1519. 
«¢ ——jd, printed in the eleventh Year of his 
‘s Reign, wherein is to be feen, Rom.1. Paul 
“ a Knave of Fefus Chrif. 1519.” 

But one of thefe fuppofed Rarities, viz. Duke 
Lauderdale’s, falling into the Hands of the late 
Earl of Oxford, his Library-Keeper, Mr. Humphry 
YVanly, has left us a Difcovery of this Cheat and 
- Impofition (for fuch Mr. Lewis deems it) in his 
Account of Lord Oxford’s printed Bibles. It is a 
diverting Story, and our Author tranfcribes it verba- 
tim; but I queftion whether it affords him a fuffi- 
cient Ground for concluding, as he thence does, 
that the Word Knave for Servant was never printed 
in any Bible whatfoever. It is, I think, againft 
all Rules of Reafoning, thus to draw an univerfal 
Inference from a fingle Faé. But what in this 
Cafe is yet worle, the very Narrative from which 
Mr. Lewis thinks it evidently follows there never 
was lucha Bible as we are now talking of, is a 
juftifiable Foundation for fome Degree of Prefump- 
tion that there was: For not to infift on counterfeit- 
ing implying the Exiftence of fome Thing genuine 
that is counterfeited, (which may be only a Sophifm) 
this certainly appears from Mr. Wazly’s Relation, 
that there was a general Perfwafion,. antecedent to 
any known Fraud, of the Reality of fuch a print- 


ed Copy; which can hardly be accounted for, with- 
out 
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out fuch a one having been feen, at fome Time, 
and by fome Perfons. Its being fo very rarely, is 
no Objection to its Exiftence, as our Author, who 
in Quality of an Antiquary, undoubtedly converfes 
with very fcarce Pieces, muft be fenfible ; efpecial- 
ly when there are fuch pofitive Evidences thereof 
as he himfelf quotes. And then there is nothing, 
as I conceive, in the Thing itfelf to render it ut- 
terly improbable: The Signification of the Word 
Knave was not fo far changed from its original Im-= 
port, at the Time of the firft printing of Bibles in 
England, as to difguft the Printer, or the Super- 
vifors of the Impreffion: There was then no more 
Harfhnefs or Impropriety in ftiling St. Pau! the 
Knave, for Servant, of Fefus Chrift, than in calling 
Solomon’s Song the Ballet of Ballets, as it was ina 
Bible mentioned by Mr. Lewzs, which he had feen, 
and which was dated 1537. I fhall only add, that 
while I am writing this, a Gentleman affures me, 
he many Years fince faw an old, imperfe€l, black 
Letter Bible, thrown about, as of no Value, ina 
Farmer’s Houfe, in which he read Paul the 
Knave of Fefus Chrift. Four other intelligent Per- 
fons affirm they have feen the like; one of whom, 
Mr. Fobn Whijton, is better acquainted with the 
Hiftory of Books than moft Men of his Years, 
and as little liable to be impofed on as any one; 
the Date of the Bible in which he read Kuave is 
1557, and he is confident it was not foifted in, but 
was fo printed; another of the abovefaid Perfons 
is the Reverend and Learned Author of Remarks 
on Spencer, and other very curious Pieces of Cri- 
ticifm. Thefe Vouchers may, I think, counter- 
vail what Mr. Lewis adjoins to Mr. Wazly’s Story, 
wiz. ** That Mr. Hearne tells us, that Mr. Dod- 
‘© qwell told him, that on a Wager being laid con- 
‘© cerning this Matter, Enquiries. were made, both 
: ‘m 
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*¢ in England and Ireland, after a Bible which 
«s had Paul a Knave, &c. and that the Refult of 
all was, that the Word Knave was not to be 
*s met with in any printed Bible whatfoever.” 

The Subject of this Difpute gives our Author 
an Occafion of informing us concerning the Deri- 
wation of the Word Knave, and what have been 
its various Acceptations: But it ts Time I fhould 
return to his Hiftory. 

Befides the two Englifh Tranflations that we 
have fpoken of, a third, he tells us, is coms 
monly faid to be made by :fobn Trevifa, a Cor- 
nifo Man, and Vicar of Berkley in Gloucefter- 
foire. A fourth is reported to have been made 
by Reginald Pecocke, Bifhop of Chichefter, 4. D, 
14503 who, weare told, was employed many Years 
about it. Butthis laft, Mr. Lezés fays, is all a Mi- 
ftake, and that the Bifhop tranflated no more of the 
Holy Scriptures than fuch Quotations from them as 
we find in his Engli/h Works. Of thefe he has in- 
ferted a Sample. I muft note alfo, that with 
Reference to Trevifa’s Verfion he has corrected 
an Error, into which the learned Mr. Wharton 
has fallen. 

Thefe Tranflations were all of them from the 
Latin Vulgate. And even this, as our Author 
fhews, was fcarcely allowed to be in the Poffeffion 
of the very Clergy ; tho’ at the fame Time it mutt 
be owned few of them had Learning enough to 
read it.— As the Copies of it were fo very rare 
and hard to come at, fo it appears, Mr, Lewis 
fays, they were exceeding faulty and corrupt, and 
crouded with innumerable Errata, partly thro’ the 
Careleffnefs of the Tranfcribers, and partly thro’ 
the Boldnefs of Pretenders to Criticifm. On the 
Contrary, Wiclif’s Followers were growm very nu- 
merous ; and the Copies of his Englifs Tranflation 


of the New Teftament fo common, that an a 
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Bible was fold for twenty Shillings +, whereas the 
Price of a Breviary was fix Marks. For it was 
almoft, if not quite thirty Years betwixt Dr. Wic- 
lif?s finifhing this Tranflation, and Archbifhop 
Arundel’s making the Conftitution before-mention- 
ed, whereby it was decreed to be Herefy for any 
one to read it. 

When Printing was difcover’d, it was not long 
before the Latin Bible was printed, viz. 1462, 
which was foon followed by other Editions. In 
1488 was the old Teftament printed in Hebrew ; 
and in lefs than thirty Years after, the New Tefta- 
ment was publifhed at Ba/i/ in its original Greek. 

Mr. Lewis puts an End to this Chapter by ac- 
quainting us with the Introduction of the Typo- 
graphic Art into this Kingdom, and the Effect it 
had in the Promotion of Chriftian Knowledge, and 
the Provocation of the Popifh Clergy. 

The fecond Chapter includes an Account of the 
feveral Englifb Tranjflations of the Bible, New Tefta- 
ment, &c. made and printed in the Reign of King 
Henry VAI. I fhall here adjoin a very concife Ab- 
ftract of the principal Matters related in it, on 
every Sentence of which Mr. Lewis expatiates with 
a deal of hiftorical and critical Illuftration, in the 
Treatife from whence I have collected it. 

Thus ftood Affairs, fays he, in Reference to the 
Holy Scriptures, when William Tyndal refolved to 
tranflate them from the original Hebrew and Greek 
into Englifhb. ‘That he might profecute this Defign 
with the greater Security and Liberty, he tranfport- 
ed himfelf hence to Antwerp, where ten Pounds a 
Year were allowed him for his Support, by Mr. 
Humphry Monmouth, a wealthy Citizen of London, 


+ I here ufe Mr. Lewis’s Words, which I won’t warrant 
the Propriety of: There may be a Connection I don’t underftand, 
between the Commonnefs of Wiclif’s Tranflation of the New 
Teftament and the Cheapnefs of Eng/i> Bibles. 
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who was a Favourer of the Reformation, and had 
maintained him for fome Months in his own Fa. 
mily before his going abroad. He was affifted in 
the Work by the learned ‘Yobu Fry and one Friar 
William Roye, who wrote for him, and helped him 
to compare the Texts together. The New Tefta- 
ment was that which he firft finifhed. It was printed 
in'the Year 1526, without a Name, ina middling 
8vo Volume, and without either Calendar, Concor- 
dances in the Margin, or Table atthe End. Atthe 
Clofe of it, Zyndal added a Piftil, in which hedefired 
them that were learned to amend if ought were found 
amy fle. 

Some of the Copies were immediately imported 
into England, where they were very induftrioufly 
difperfed, and as greedily bought up and read, 
Archbifhop Warbam and Tonjftal Bifhop of London 
were foon informed of the Thing, and _ inftantly 
iffued out their Orders, to bring in all the New Tef- 
taments tranflated into the vulgar Tongue, that 
they might be burnt, and to prohibit the reading 
them. In this Edition, Zyndal himfelf afterwards 
acknowledged, there were many Faults, which 
Lack of Help and Overfight had occafioned. But 
it fold fo well, that the very next Year there was 
another Impreffion publifhed by the Dutch Printers, 
and in about a Year more a third, in both which 
there might be five thoufand Books; fo that thefe 
Teftaments were plentier and cheaper than ever 
they were, or than they could be afforded by Tyu- 
dal, who had not ftruck off above 1500. Of this 
fecond Dutch (or pirated) Edition, and third in all, 
our Author fays he has feen an imperfect Copy. It 
is printed ina large 12m0, with the Dutch Letter. 
In the Margin are Heads of the Text, Scripture 
References, and fhort Notes, The Epiftle to the 
Hebrews is placed after thofe of St. Peter and St. 
Joon, and before the Epiftle of St. Fames. 

| whole 
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whole Claufe, 1 Peter 1.13. Whether it be to the 
King as fupreme, is omitted through Careleffnefs. 
In the Revelations are twenty-one feveral Figures 
cut in Wood, reprefenting the Subjects of that 
Book. At the Endare the Piftils taken out of the 
Old Teftament, which are read in the Church after 
the Ue of Sarum, upon certain Daies of the Year.— 
Soon after this there was fet forth a third Dutch E- 
dition of this Teftament in 12mo, refembling the 
firft, which feems likewife to have been foon fold 
entirely off. 

All this gave the utmoft Difguft to the Friends 
of the Romifb Superftition, who hereupon exerted 
their whole Rhetorick and Power. Ton/tal preached 
againft thefe Te/taments at St. Paul’s; many of the 
Importers were found out, and punifhed in different 
Ways. But fuch Proceedings did but propagate 
them the fafter. Sir Thomas More therefore was 
employed to write againft them, who was reputed 
to be the moft eloquent Pen in the Kingdom: It 
was hoped he would effectually expofe the pretended 
Errors of the Tranflation, and the Wickednefs of 
buying and reading it.—But the Zeal of thofe who 
were for a Reformation, furmounted all Oppofi- 
tion, and the Bookscontinued to be imported, and 
fo greedily bought up, that the three Editions a- 
bovementioned were all fold off in the Space of 
four Years. 

In the mean Time Zyndal was bufy in tranflating 
from the Hebrew into Engli/h the five Books ot 
Mojes. But having finifhed his Manufcript, and 
going to Hamburgh to print it, the Veffel in which 
he went was fhipwreck’d, and his Papers loft, fo 
that he was forced to begin all anew; by which 
Means it was not printed till 1530. It is, our 
Author fays, a {mall 8vo, and feems to have been 
at feveral Preffes, as, he fuppofes, the 

imes would permit. 
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This Undertaking thus happily executed, Tyndal 
was at Leifure to examine the Remarks which Sir 
Thomas More, who was advanced to be Lord Chan- 
cellor, Odfober 25, 1530, had made on his Tran- 
flation of the New Teftament. Accordingly, the 
fame Year, he publifhed an Anfwer thereto, in 
which he defended himfelf very well, and treated 
his Antagonift as fharply. 

The three former Editions of the New Tefta- 
ment being all fold off, the Dutch Bookfellers 
printed a fourth, 1530, more incorrect than any of 
the former. Tyndal was cenfured by fome, as too 
negligent, for thus fuffering thefe Pirates to impofe 
fo long on the World, and rob him of the Fruit of 
his Labour, by forbearing to fet forth a correct Im- 
preflion of it himfelf. But whatever the Caufe 
might be of this fuppofed Remifinefs, it is plain, as 
Mr. Lewis fays, he was not idle nor afleep : For be- 
fides his tranflating of the Pentateuch twice, and 
defending his Verfion of the New Teftament a- 
gainft Sir Thomas More’s Objections, he rendered 
the Prophecy of ‘fonas into Engli/h, to which he pre- 
fixed a large Prologue, and printed it about 1531. 

By fo many Editions of the New Teftament be- 
ing fold, it’s very plain, that the Bifhop of London’s 
Commiflion, abovementioned, for delivering up all 
the Copies of it that were in his Diocefe, into the 
Hands of his Archdeacons, was but little regarded 
or complied with, * The Bifhops and Clergy 
therefore made great Complaints to the King upon 
this Head ; on which his Majefty refolved ‘to take 


* Except, on the contrary, we fhould fuppofe there was a ge- 
neral Compliance with the Letter, though not the Intention, of 
the Order; and that People, as foon as they delivered up their 
‘Teftaments, fecretly furnifhed themfelves with others, which they 


_ might keep with the lefs Danger, after fuch a pretended Telti- 


mony of their Penitence, and Submiflicxto the Injunétions of 
their Diocefan. 
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the Matter into Confideration himfelf. Accord- 
ingly, on May 25, 1531, he came into the Star- 
Chamber, and there conferred with his Council 
and the Prelates about it. They, on their Part, 
collected out of feveral Books of Tyndal’s many Paf- 
fages, which they faid wereHerefies andErrors. Thefe 
they prefented to the King, who determined, that 
‘© all the Books containing thefe Herefies, €&c. 
‘© with the Tranjlation alfo of Scripture corrupted by 
William Tyndal, as well in the Old Tettament 
as in the New, fhould utterly be expelled out of 
the Hands of his People, and not be fuffered 
to get Abroad among his Subjects.” With 
many other Things to the fame Purpofe, which our 
Author particularizes from Collier’s Ecclefiaftical 
Hiftory, and Hall’s Chronicles. 

At the fame Time that the King prohibited the 
reading, or having Zyndal’s Verfion of the Scrip- 
ture, he fuggefted, that ‘ he would caufe the 
“* New Teftamentto be by learned Men faithfully 
<¢ and purely tranflated into the Engli/h Tongue, 
“* that the People fhould not be ignorant in the Law 
“© of God.” However, nothing was done in it ; 
which caufed Tyndal’s Teftament to be ftill fought after 
and purchafed. Great Severity was ufed to prevent 
this: Stoke/ly, newly made Bifhop of London, caufed 
as many as he could get of them, with other of the 
condemned Books, to be brought into St. Paul’s- 
Church-Yard, and there publickly burnt. But not- 
withftanding, this fame Year was printed at Straf- 
burgh, by Balthafer Backneth, in 8vo. a Tranflation 
of the Prophet L/zy into Engli/h by George Foye. 

On the 17th of AfZarch, 1533, the Convocation 
of the Province of Canterbury met ; and among o- 
ther of their Decrees was this, ** That the Holy 
“© Scripture fhould be trantlated into the vulgar 
“* Tongue: But Mr. Lewis cannot find, that 
this Refolution of theirs was put in Execution. . 
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In 1534, was publifhed a fourth Edition, the 
fifth in all, of Zyndal’s New Teftament in 12mo, 
A Copy of this, Mr. Lewis tells us, is in Lord 
Pembroke’s Library. He has defcribed it exactly, 
as he has done thofe of the foregoing Impreffions. 
This, he fays, feems to have been the dition of 
this Teftament which was corrected byan Englifh 
Refugee, George Foye but now mentioned ; of whom 
our Author has given a fhort Account. In doing 
this, Foye took the Liberty to correct the Tranfla- 
tion as well as the Errors of the Prefs, and gave 
many Words their pure and native Signification in 
their Places, which (as he faid) they had not before. 

About three Months after the Publication of 
this, in November, came forth Tyndal’s fecond Edi- 
tion of the New Teftament in Exgli/h, or the fixth 
inall. Inan Epiftle to the Reader, peculiar to 
this Edition, he expreffes much Paffion and Re- 
fentment againft Joye, for the Liberties he had 
taken, as abovefaid, with his Verfion ; and fays, 
that if Foye would have altered the Text, he fhould 
have put it forth for his own Tranflation, and not 
for his. ‘To this oye replied, by a Vindication of 
himfelf, which he entitled, 42 Apology made by 
Geo. Joye, to fatisfy, if it maybe, W. Tyndale, to 
purge and defend himfelf againft fo many flaunderaufe 
Lies fayned upon him in Vyndale’s uncharitable and 
unfober Piftle, fo wel worthye to be prefixed for the 
Reader to induce him into the underftanding of bis 
New Teflament, &c. 

efore this Edition of Tyudal’s was quite finifhed 
at the Prefs, the good Man himfelf was betrayed, and 
apprehended by the Emperor’s Officers, who made 
him a clofe Prifoner in the Caftle of Li/ford, where 
he continued about a Year and ahalf, and then, 
1536, was there publickly burnt to Afhes, being 
firft of all ftrangled. 

Inthe fame Year that he thus fuffered for pre- 
aended Herefy, there was another Edition of _ 
| Tefta- 
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Teftament, ina pretty broad 4¢o, with the follow- 
ing Title: The New Teftament yet once again cor- 
rected by William Tindale, Printed in the Yere of 
oure Lorde God, M.D.XXXVI. 

The fame Year 1536, there was another Edi- 
tion of this Exgli/h Teftament, printed in a Jarge 
4to, very probably in Scotland. .It was likewile 
printed ina leffer 40, and a fmall 8vo; but when 
is very uncertain, thefe Editions being without any 
Date. Before the Year 1536 expired, two other 
Editions of it were publifhed ina fmall8voand 12m0. 

There were fome Tranflations of particular Books 
of the Holy Scripture made before this Time, and 
printed ; of which Mr. Lewis, in this Part of his 
Work, infertsan Account: After which he tells us, 

In the Year 1534, was publifhed another Edi- 
tion of Zyzdal’s Tranflation of the New Teftament. 
A Copy of itis in the Library of the Church of St. 
Paul’s, London, being a Part of the Collection of 
old Bibles, Teftaments, and Liturgies, which 
were purchafed by the Dean and Chapter of the late 
Mr. Humphry Wanly, It is in 160, and printed 
with a German Letter: In the Margin are Scrip- 
ture References, and throughout the Book are or- 
dinary Wooden Cuts to the Revelation of St. Zohn, 
with feveral Tables at the Beginning and End of 
the Book.+ . 

The Convocation of the Province of Canterbury 
being now fitting, Cranmer, who the Year before 
was promoted to that See, moved that there might 
be a Tranflation of the Bible into Englifh. Ac- 
cordingly, December 19, a Refolution was agreed 


to by both Houfes, «* ‘That the Archbifhop fhould

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in their Name petition his Majefty to command 
*¢ all his Subjects, under fuch Penalties as he fhould 
*¢ think fit, to bring in, to Perfons whom he fhould 
*¢ appoint, within three Months, whatever Books 
“< of fufpected Doétrine were in their Poffleffion, 
“¢ efpecially in the vulgar Language, imprinted 
*¢ beyond or on this Side of the Sea. And that 
*< moreover he would vouchfafe to ordain, that 
“¢ the Scripture fhould be tranflated into the vul- 
‘¢ sar Tongue by fome honeft and learned Men,— 
*© and to be delivered to the People according to 
‘¢ their Learning.” But it does not appear, that 
this Petition of the Convocation was ever deli- 
vered to the King, or that any Thing was done in 
Purfuance of it. Our Author fuggefts fome Rea- 
fons of its being neglected. 

However the next Year, 1535, was finifhed at 
the Prefs the whole Bible tranflated into Englifh by 
Miles Coverdale. It wasa Folio, infcribed to the 
King. Mr. Lewis, after a very brief Account of 
the Author, cites feveral Paffages of his Dedica- 
tion, and of his E:piftle to the Reader; in which 
we find fevere Reflections on the Bifhop of Rome, 
“ncomiums on the Excellency and Uie of the Holy 
Scriptures, and many Confiderations on the Ne- 
ceffity and Advantage of their being in the vulgar 
Tongue: He therein fets forth the Motives that 
engaged him to undertake the Work, and the Me- 
thods that he obferved in the Execution of it: By 
fome of his Expreffions to the King it feems plain, 
that the having and reading the Bible in Exnglih 
was allowed then by his Authority. 
~ This Tranflation Coverdale ftiled A fpecial 
Tranflation, or diftinét and different from the 
other Exglifo Tranflations that were made _ be- 
fore it. To give the Reader fome Notion of 
it, our Author produces a Sample thereof, which 
he compares with Tyndal’s ; and then fubjoins a 
Defcription of the Method and Form to 

l- 
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Edition: Among other Partciulars concerning it, 
he tells us, that it is divided into fix Tomes.— 
At the Beginning of Gene/is are fix Cuts in Wood, 
reprefenting the fix Days Work of the Creation ; 
and in the following Chapters are other Cuts, on 
which are delineated the Hiftories there mention- 
ed.—Round the Titles of the feveral Books are 
Borders cut in Wood; and to the four Gofpels, 
Cuts of the refpective Evangelifts ; and to each of 
the Epiftles of St. Paul, that of him writing ona 
Defk. The fame Picture is prefix’d to the Epi- 
{tle to the Hebrews. Throughout it is adorn’d with 
wooden Cuts, and in the Margin are Scripture Re- 
ferences. 

The Convocation of the Province of Canterbury 
affembled Fune 9, the next Year 1536, and peti- 
tioned the King to indulge the Laity the Reading 
of the Bible in the Englifh Tongue, and that a 
new Verfion of it might be made for that Purpofe. 
By this, Mr. Lewis fays, it appears, the Clergy 
did not approve of the Tranflations made by Tyz- 
dal and Coverdale, and that their Attempt two 
Years ago to obtain the Royal Permiffion for mak- 
ing a new one did not fucceed, as has been hinted. 

Soon after the finifhing of Coverdale’s, the Lord 
Cromwel, Vicegerent to the King, iffued Injunc- 
tions to the Clergy, by the Authority of the King’s 
Hichnefs; by the Seventh of which every Parifh 
Church throughout the Realm was ordered to pro- 
vide, by a fixed Time, a Book of the whole Bi- 
ble, in Latin and alfo in Englifh, and to lay the fame 
in the Quire, for every Man that would to look and 
read thereon. This affords a ftrong Prefumption of 
Coverdale’s being licenfed by the King, as aforefaid, 
there being no other Bible in Exgland then but this. 

The enfuing Year there was another Edition of 
the Englifo Bible in Folio, with the following 
Title : 
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MATTHEWS’s BIBLE. 

The Byble, which is all the Holy Scripture, in 
which are contayned the Olde and Newe Teftament, 
truelye and purelye tranflaied into Englifh. By 
Thomas Matthews. 

M.D. XXXVITI. 
Jet forth with the King’s moft gracious Lycencé. 

Richard Grafton and Edward Whitchurch, Prins 
ters, were at the Charge of this Impreffion. 

Mr. Sérype gueffed that this Bible was printed 
at Hamburgh, and Mr. Wanly conjectured it to 
have been done at Paris. It is very plain, Mf, 
Lewis fays, that the Types are German; and very 
probably it was printed where the Pentateuch and 
Praétick of Prelates were printed, viz. Marborch, 
or Afilborow 3 which may be a Mifprint, for either 
Marpurg in Heffia, or Marbeck in the Duchy of 
Wittemberg, where Rogers was Superintendent, and 
from thence fometimes called Rogers’s Bible. Cran- 
mer was a great Favourer of this Edition, and by 
his Intereft with Cromwel, not only procured the 
Royal Licence for it, but that in the Injunctions, 
which, as Vicegerent, he fet forth the next Year, 
the Clergy fhould be required to provide each of 
their Churches one of the largeft Volume, to be 
placed therein, for the Pcrufal of their Parifhoners, 

Grafton, one of the Undertakers, as we have 
faid, of this Edition, intimated to Cromwel a De- 
fign of printing this Bible upon him by the Dutch 
Printers, in a lefs Volume and fmaller Letter, that 
fo they might underfel him, which might be to his 
and his Friends Ruin, he having expended thereon 
five hundred Pounds. He therefore requefted him 
to obtain of the King, that ** none. fhould print 
‘*¢ this Bible but himielf for three Years.” Whe- 
ther this was granted or not, our Author does not 
find ; but he has feen a Copy of this Bible in a 
mal! thick Folio, where the Text and Notes are 

the 





the fame with this of 1537, and Zyndal’s Pro. 
logues to the Pentateuch, onas, and the Epiitle 
to the Romans, are inferted; but all the other Pro- 
Jogues are omitted, with other Things he has parti- 
cularifed.—The Name of Zhomas Matthews affix’d 
to this Edition feems to be a fictitious one, under 
which the Editor chofe to appear: The Tranfla- 
tion being in Reality Zyndal’s fo far as he went, and 
Coverdale’s the reft. 

This fame Year was printed the New Teftament 
in Latinand Exglifh, in Quarto, with the follow- 
ing Title: The New Zeftament both in Latine and 
Englifhe, eche correfpondent to the other, after 
the vulgare Text, commonly called St. Jerome’s. 
fuithfully tranflated by Johan Hollybuthe, Anno 
M.ccecce.xxxviit. Printed in Southwarke by James 
Nicolion ; /et forth wyth the Kynge’s moft gracious 
Licence, Of this Edition Grafton complained, that 
Nicoljon had publifhed it with Coverdale’s Name to 
it, without his Leave: But this our Author will 
have to be a Miftake, and fays that Coverdale did 
allow of Hollybuf/he’s printing his Tranflation of 
the New Teftament, with the Latin Verfion fet 
again{t it. 

This Tranflation was, it feems, as Coverdale 
ftiled it, /iniftrally printed, and negligently corrected 
he therefore the next Year, 1539, publifhed ano- 
ther Edition of it in 8vo.-—It this be the fame as 
is mentioned in Maunj/él’s Catalogue, p. 113. it 
was printed by R. Grafton and E. Whitchurch, 
1539. Our Author is in fome Doubt whether it 
be this Edition, or another of the fame Size, which 
was printed at Paris, with the Date 1538; for fuch a 
one he fays there is, the Title whereof runs thus in 
black and red Ink. The New Teftament both in 
Latin and Englifh, after the vulgare Text which is 
red in the Church. Tranflated and correéted by Myles 
Coverdale, avd printed in Paris by Fraunces Reg-

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nault, Mcccecxxxvir1. is Novembre. Printed 
for Richard Grafton and Edward Whitchurch, 
Cytizens of London. Cum Gratia et Privilegie Regis. 

In the Year 1538 was likewife publifhed, The 
Newe Teftament in Englythe and Latyn, according 
to the Tranflacyon of Doétour Erafmus of Rotero- 
dam, Anno M cccec xxxviit. prynted in Fleetftrete 
by Robert Redman, 4to. et forthe under the Kynge’s 
moft gracyous Lycence-— The Englifh of this is the 
very fame with that in Matthews’s Bible, and print- 
ed in the black Letter, on about three Quarters of 
a large Quarto, the other Quarter being filled with 
Era/mus’s Latin, printed with Abbrevations in a 
{maller black Letter. 

This fame Year a Refolution was taken to rev:fe 
that called Matthews’s Edition of the Bible, and to 
reprint it again without the Prologues or Annota- 
tions, at which great Offence was pretended to be 
taken, as containing Matters heretical, and very 
{candalous and defamatory. For this Purpofe were 
Grafton and Whitchurch employed ; who, becaufe 
there were then in France better Printers and Paper 
than could be had here, procured the King’s Let- 
ters to the French King for the Liberty of printing 
it at Paris. Accordingly they had the Royal Li- 
cence fo to do, and had almoft finifhed their De- 
fign, when by an Order of the Inquifition, dated 
Dec. 17, 1538. the Printers were inhibited un- 
der canonical Penalties to print the faid Engli/h Bi- 
ble, and were had before that terrible Court, and 
charged with Herefy. The Englifh who were 
there to correé&t the Prefs, and take care of the Im- 
preffion, confifting of 2500 Books in Number, 
were forced to fly, and all they left behind was 
feized and confifcated: But by the Encouragement 
of Lord Cromwel, fome of the Engli/h returned to 
Paris, and got the Preffes, Letters, and Printing- 
Servants, and brought them over to Loudon, on 
eRe aks they 
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they refumed the Work, and finifh’d it next 
Year. 

In November 1539, the King, by his Letters 
Patent, directed to all and fingular Printers and 
Bookfellers within this his Realm, €&c. appointed 
the Lord Cromwel to take fpecial Care, <* that no 
«¢ Perfon whatfoever printed or fet in Hand any 
<< Bible in the Englifh Tongue, of any Manner of 
<s Volume, during the Space of five Years next ene 
<< fuing the Date thereof, but only fuch as fhould 
‘ be deputed, affigned, and admitted by the faid 
<¢ Lord Cromwel.” Accordingly it appears, by 
the Bibles printed this very Year, that his Lord- 
fhip affigned others befides Grafton and Whitchurch, 
as ohn Biddel, Thomas Barthlet, &c. to print Bi- 
bles in Engli/h, 

- But a nobler Work than any we have yet fpoke 
of, is that whereof Iam now going to give a brief 
Hiftory, viz. CRANMER’s, or the GREAT Brste. 
The firft Impreffion of this was in a large Folio, 
with the following Title: Zhe Bible in Englythe, 
that is to fay, the Content of all the Holy Scripture, 
both of the Old and New Teftament, truly tranflated 
after the Veryte of the Hebrew and Greke Textes, by 
the dylygent Studye of diverfe excellent learned Men, 
expert in the forefayde Tonges. 

Prynted by Richard Grafton and Edward Witchurch. 

Cum Privilegio ad imprimendum folum. 1539. 

Round this Title is a very beautiful Border cut in 
Wood, and defigned, it’s faid, by Hans Holben. 
Mr. Lewis has reprefented it on a large Copper 
Plate, which is preceded by a very particular Ex- 
planation of the Figures it confifts of ; as it is fol-

lowed by an exact Defcription of the Method and: 


Difpofition of the Bible itfelf Mr. Lewzs has in- 
deed all along taken a great deal of Pains to give 
us an accurate Idea of the Order, Form, and di- 
ftinguifhing Characterifticks of the principal Edi- 
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tions, both of the New Teftament and the entire 
Bible, that he has fpoken of: But all this Part of 
his Work, which is very curious, is neceflarily 
omitted in this Abftract, which is intended only to 
give the Reader, as I have already faid, the Out- 
lines of his Subject. 

In this Edition Matthews’s Bible was revifed, 
and fevera] Alterations and Corrections made in 
the Tranflation. The Additions. to the Hebrew 
and Greek Originals in the Latin Vulgate were 
tranflated and inferted in a {maller Letter than the 
Text. — But Zyndal’s Prologues and Notes, with 
the Notes added by others in the Edition of 1537, 
are all fuppreis’d. Of this Edition there were, it 
feems, 1§CO printed: Grafton therefore defired, 
that others might be inhibited for three Years from 
reprinting it, or, that all Curates, or Parifh Priefts 
and Monatteries might be obliged to buy them, 

A fecond Edition of this Bible appears to have 
been printed either this or the next Year by £d- 
ward Whitchurch, And this fame Year 1539, was 
publifhed a third, with the following Title : 

The moft facred Bible, whicke 1s the Holy Scrip- 
ture, conteyning the Old and New Teftament, tran- 
flated into Englifh, and newly recognifed with great 
Ditigence after moj faithful Exemplers. By Richard 
Taverner. Pryuted at London, iz Fleetftrete, at 
the Syzne of the Fainne, by John Byddell, for Tho- 
mas Barthlett. 

This fame Year was fet forth the New Tefta- 
ment alone of this Recognition, with the following 
Title: The New Teftament in Englythe after the 
Greek Exempler: dilygently tranflated and correéted 
éy Rycharde Taverner. 

Maunfel mentions as printed this fame Year, in 
Latin and Exglifh, by Grafion and Whitchurch, a 
Tranflation of the New Teftament, acccording to 
the vulgar Latin. But this our Author has not feen, 

Another 
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Another Edition of the great Bible, printed 1 53 95 
was publifhed in 1540, with the fame curious Fron- 
tifpiece prefixed to both the Old and NewTeftament s 
only with thisDifierence, that Lord Cromwel’s Arms, 
which were on the former, are here defaced, on Ac- 
count, MrLew7s funpofes, of that great Man’s Fall a- 
bout this Time. It is faid to be printed by Edward 
Whitchurch, In this fame Year 1540 was printed a- 
nother Edition of the Exgli/fh Bible in Folio, with 
the following Title: The Byble in Englithe, that is 
to faye, the Content of all the Holy Scripture, both of 
the Old and New Teftament, with the Prologue there- 
into made by the Reverende Father in God Thomas 
Archbifhop of Canterbury. 

This is the Byble apoynted to the Uje of the Churches, 
Prynted by Edward Whitchurch, &c. 1540. 

In the Month of May this Year, the King iffued 
a Proclamation, by which the Curates and Pa- 
rifhioners of every Parifh were required, under the 
Penalty of forty Shillings a Month that they fhould 
be without it, to provide themfelves of this Bible, 
of the largeft Volume, before A//-Saints-Day next 
coming. At the fame Time the King fet the Price 
of the Bible to be ten Shillings unbound, and not 
above twelve Shillings well bound and claiped.—- 
Upon this, Bonner, who on the Death of Stokg/le 
Bifhop of London, Sept. 8, 1539, was promoted 
to that See, fet up fix of them in his Cathedral, 
with an Admonition over them, prefcribing the 
Readers a proper Temper and Behaviour, In fe- 
veral of the greater Parifhes alfo we are fure the 
King’s Proclamation was complied with; but whe- 
ther it was at all minded, Mr, Lewzs fays, in many 
of the leffer, will admit of fome Doubt. 

There muft have been a prodigious Eagernefs in 
the People for the Scriptures at this Time, feeing 
fo many Editions of them as we have a!ready enu- 
merated, were printed and difpofed of in the Space 
OU: 
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of fofew Years. But over and above thefe, our 
Author has, towards the Clofe of this fecond Chap- 
ter, given us an Account of two more ; one printed 
in the fame Year with the laft mentioned, the other 
in 1541. After thefe there was no Edition of the 
whole Bible during the Life of Henry VIII. nor of 
any Part thereof, as I can find, but the Pentateuch 
in 12mo0, Anno 1544, and fome Portions thereof in 
a Book of Prayers, Latin and Englifh; called, in 
the Stile of that Day, a Primmer.

ARTICLE XxXxXIX. 


Dr. Pemberton’s Anfwer to the Obfervations 
that were publifhed in the Hiftory of the 
Works of the Learned for the laft Month. 


LL that I can learn from this Gentleman’s 
Defence of himfelf, in relation to the Falfe- 
hoods I complained of, is, that he is refolved to 
perfift in them. Where he finds that I have con- 
defcended, as his Phrafe is, to put in the Words he 
contends for, I do not know. I have always de- 
nied thofe Words to be any Part of Philalethes’s 
Propofition: I have alfo conftantly denied them to 
be capable of giving to the Propofition the Senfe 
this Gentleman would hx upon it, In relation to 
his fecond Excufe Idid not fay, he ufed the Word 
neceffary ; but if he did not mean, that my Pro- 
pofition confined itfelf to one Cafe, what he faid 
was no Objection againft it: And he ftill infifts, 
that it muft be fo confined, firft from the Order of 
the Words, then that the Propofition is not true o- 
therwife, and that I have made a Conceffion to that- 
Effect, 
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Effet. In the Paper he refers to for that Concef- 
fion *, there is not one Word mentioned of my 
Propofition. I know no Rule of Grammar that 
gives any fuch Power as here fuppofed, to the mere 
Order of Words. That the Propofition is not true 
otherwife, isa hardy Affertion after my Demon- 
ftration, which fhews the contrary, and which in 
this very Paper he allows to bea good one, and is 
much difgufted that I fhould doubt his underftand- 
ing it. 

In Relation to the Propofition at prefent in 
Queftion, after much Expoftulation, becaufe I took 
it in the natural Senfe of the Words, he defires to 
amend it by two large Additions, neither of which, 
as they ought to be underftood, will remove the 
Abfurdity. Ifin my Demonftration + the Time 44 
be fuppofed not greater than the Time in which the 
Point J moves from /to£,but equal to it,the Demon- 
{tration will be equally conclufive, againft the 
Truth of his Propofition after thefe Additions. 
From the fecond Addition he has in his pretended 
Demonftration affumed this Confequence, that be- 
caufe the Velocity is to be known at any Inftant 
whatever of the Time employed by the Lines in 
their Increafe ; therefore the greateft Velocity of the 
Increafe of the Lines during that Time may be de- 
termined, This is indeed true, when the Lines 
remain of fome determinate Magnitude at the End 
of the Time affumed. But as the Lines are fup- 
pofed to increafe iu infinitum, that is, without Li- 
mit ; when the Time afiumed is not fhort of the 
whole, which they employ in their Increafe, tho’ 
it does not exceed it, the greateft Velocity of that 
Increafe cannot be affigned. And in the Mode of 
Increafe, which I have propofed, the Time, where-

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in the Line K G ts defcribed, does not exceed the 
Time employed by the Lines in their Increafe ; 
yet their greateft Velocity in that Time cannot be 
determined. 

But it is expected, that the Velocity be affignable 
at every Inftant of the Time employed by the Lines 
in their Increafe ; and Iam afked, What the Velo- 
city is at the laft Inftant of that Time? 'To this 
Queftion I am at no Lofs for an Anfwer, which is 
very different from what he has made for me. But, 
perhaps, we fhall better come at the genuine and 
unfophifticated Senfe of Philalethbes, if in Return 
for this Queftion I firft ask another. 

Philalethes has fuppofed, that the Parallelograms 
in the fecond of Sir I/aac Newton’s Lemmas may 
decreafe in Breadth, and increafe in Number zy i- 
finitum, in the Space of an Hour, and employ the 
Whole of that Hourthereint. Now whena Num- 
ber increafes iv infinitum, during any given Space 
of Time, the Whole of which is employed in that 
Increafe; I afk, How the Number increafes at the 
Jaft Inftant of that Time? When this Queftion is 
anfwered, I will anfwer the other. 

In the mean Time I fhall only obferve, that in 
my Affignment of the Velocity for the Increafe of 
the Lines, I have fuppofed no more, than what is 
admitted as a firft Principle in the Doétrine of Flux- 
ions, that any Curve may be confidered, as capable 
of being deicribed by two Motions, one of an Ordi- 
nate moving, Parallel to itfelf, the other of a Point 
in that Ordinate fo moving as conftantly to accom- 
pany the Curve. Ihave only fuppofed the Curve 
Line 4B to be fo defcribed ; the Defcription of 
which, and confequently the Augmentation of the 
Ordinate, does not continue longer, than till K ZL 
arrives at the Afymptote C D, nor does it ceafe be- 


fore.

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What Advantage this Gentleman propofes to 
himfelf by afferting, that I ftarted the prefent Dif- 
pute the better to difguife my declining the Expla- 
nation of Sir J/aac Newton’s Lemma, I cannot i- 
magine. I have offered to give it under a very rea- 
fonable Condition, only to know the Perfon with 
whom Iam toengage : And this Condition is not 
yet complied with. If this Gentleman be, as he 
pretends, a different Perfon from Philalethes, it was 


impoffible for me to ftart this Controverfy with’ 


him, as he was wholly unknown to me, before he 
himfelf queftioned me upon this Subject. But who- 
ever he is, there is but one fufficient Reafon, why 
he fhould feleét out of a Paper, which contained a 
general Anfwer to Philalethes’s laft Defence, this 
Particular, which he now acknowledges to be an 
incidental Point, which little affects the Main of 
the Controverfy ; and perfift in keeping abfolute 
Silence in Relation to the principal Articles. I 
fuppofe, he is defirous to have it thought, that the 
Difpute is not ended, though nothing can be farther 
faid by himfelf, or any one elfe in Defence of the 
Mifreprefentations of Sir [aac Newton, with 
which Philalethes was charged.

Tranquility of the State, but to the fpiritual Health 
of Souls: And that therefore they are neither con- 
fiftent with civil nor canonical Sanétions ; fince we 
are taught by the divine Word to watch, like a 
faithful Servant, Night and Day ; left this Sort of

privately, directly or indirectly, by themfelves or 
others, afford them Counfel, Help, or Favour ;

of Societies, or in any Manner aid and promote 
them : But that they ought by all Means to abftain 
from the faid Societies, Companies, Meetings, 
Affemblies, Clubs, or Conventicles, under the 
Penalty of all that a¢t contrary thereto incurring Ex- 
communication zp/o Faéfo, without any other De- 
claration ; from which no one can obtain the Bene- 
fit of Abfolution from any other but us, or the 
Roman Pontiff for the Time being, except at the

We will moreover and command, That as well 
Bifhops and fuperior Prelates, and other Ordinaries 
of particular Places, as the Inquifitors of heretical 
Pravity univerfally deputed, of what State, Degree, 
Condition, Order, Dignity, or Pre-eminence fo- 
ever, proceed and inquire, and reftrain and coerce 
the fame as vehemently fufpeéted of Herefy, with
